18,000 spectators sat breathlessly viewing the 
wonderful spectacle. Men and women prominent 
in affairs of State, politics and society witnessed 
what will go down in history as one of the most 
notable achievements In dramatic entertainment- 
Gigantic Is the term to apply to this wonder- 
folly successful masque, produced . under starlit 
skies with a cast of fifteen hundred, among whljh 
were numbered many of the most eminent actors 
and actresses of the profession. Surely the im- 
mortal Bard of Avon must have graced the oc-sx- 
slon in spirit, for his name was on every lip :ind 
his famous children of the play repeated lines 
written in th-j dim, distant past. 

The light arrangements were such that every 
individual participating in the masque could be 
seen, and, most wonderful of all, each spoken word 
could be heard by the vast assemblage. 

The accompanying music by Arthru Parweli was 
a thing of Joy and beauty. 

The most Impressive features of the masque 
were the Interludes between toe acts. The first of 
these Introduced ancient groups — Egyptian, Greek 
and Roman ; the Egyptian in a dance to Osiris, the 
Greek In the games before the news of Tbermopo- 
laege, and the third showing Caligula breaking up 
a pantomime. 

A Germanic playlet was shown In the second In- 
terulde, given before a Germanic audience, then a 
scene of "The Field of the Cloth of Gold," fol- 
lowed by an Italian and Spanish, pantomime. 

ate most Important was the third, which showed 
aa early English May day, and it Is the beauty of 
this sceno that brings "Caliban" back from 
Ignorance, anil raises Miranda from the death 
brought about by Puritanism. 

The story of "Caliban" is as follows: Caliban, 
half man and half beast, grovelling In ignoram:-, 
struggles to acquire the art of Prospero that He 
iivay reach the pinnacle where will and reason, 
love and pity ielgn. Prospero gives to Calliau, 
Ariel, as a tutor, who, representing Imagination, 
seeks to bring him to civilization that he may be 
worthy of Miranda (Beauty). While Caliban looks 
on, Ariel conjures up Antony and Cleopatra, Caisar, 
Trollus, Brutus and Cresalda, Borneo and Julier, 
Orlando, Hamlet and Horatio, and Falstaff and 
his wives. Tnese visions, with prologue and epi- 
logue, form the play. 

Among those in the cast were Lionel Braham, as 
Caliban ; Howard Kyle, as Prospero ; Edith Wynne 
Matchlson, as Miranda; John Drew, as Shake- 
speare; Eric Blind, as Antony; Hedwlg Belrner, 
as Cleopatra; Gladys Hanson, as Cresslda; Bobt. 
Mantell, as Hamlet; Emanuel Belcher, as the 
C-host of Ciesar; Margaret Wycherly, aa Juliet, 
and Thomas Wise as Sir John Faistaff. 

Joseph Urban, Garnet Holme and Bichard Or- 
dynskl are worthy of special mention in helping to 
make "Caliban" a wonderful production. 
An unqualified success was "Caliban," and to

RUMORS PERSIST IN LINKING NAMES OF CIRCUIT HEADS. 



Despite denials made by many persons In close 
touch with Uks situation the rumors of a merger 
between the Loew, Moss and Keeney Interests per- 
sist in floating upon the theatrical horizon. 

According to the selfsame rumors, Moea, Keeney 
and Loew were to affiliate in a friendly way, and 
have a sort of working agreement by which an act 
would play over the circuits of each of the above, 
tinder a blanket contract for the total number of 
weeks controlled by the three booking offices. By 
this arrangement 'Fox conld not play any of the 
turns under contract to the "Big Three" until 
after the Moss, Amalgamated, Keeney and Loew 
offices had finished with them. 

It was reported also that Sheedy would figure 
to some extent in the proceedings. 

Recently, when the deal was alleged to be pend- 
ing, a number of independent managers who bo jk 
through the i*oss office held a meeting and ilie- 
cussed at some length the possibilities of Moss 
merging with the other circuits. Reports of this 
meeting have It that the managers In question 
disliked the idea of any affiliation, and Informed 
tbe Mews office of this fact, adding that 1* tne 
deal were to go through they would cease to bock 
through the Moss office- 
It is said that Moss assured these gentlemen 
that there would be no merger at that time, and 
to all intents and purposes the deal was cold. 

Now comes the insistent rumor again that nego- 
tiations are pending for the combining of Interests 
by Loew and Moss. 

The doubtful quantity In the report is Frank 
Keeney, who It is said would not consider any 
merger with Loew. Keeney, it Is known, la inde- 
pendently wealthy and has a mind of his own as 
regards the disposition of his theatres. Moss, who 
must soon be reckoned with as one of the biggest 
factors in popular vaudeville circles, has planned 
to erect four new houses In New York City, and 
contemplates the building of several others. 

In the event of a combination by those men- 
tioned, the Fox Circuit would find itself up against 
it for good attractions.

The Fourth of July has nothing on Havana's 
May 20 when It comes to patriotism. Celebrating 
the birthday of the Republic, of Cuba was truly 
a great day. Under the fierce rays of a tropical 
sun, thousands wilted while watching the unveil- 
ing of the statue to General Maceo, on tbe Male- 
con, overlooking the sea. This was followed by 
the president's review of the troops, who marched 
on the principal streets. 

In the afternoon automobile races at Marlanao 
attracted thousands, and heavy betting added to 
the Interest However, no poorer management 
could have been displayed. This was the principal 
cause of three deaths on Saturday and one on 
Sunday.

SOTHERN'S FAREWELL 

OB Saturday evening, May 27, standing before 
the curtain bearing their monograms, which had 
been used by them for their Shakespearean en- 
gagements, E. H. Sothern and his wife, Julia Mar- 
lowe, bid their flnal adieu to their audiences and 
to the professional stage, after the performance 
of "If I Were King." 

A representative audience had gathered for the 
occasion, many having paid fancy prices for seats, 
and a great many others being contented with 
standing room. 

Many floral pieces and messages of regret were 
received by Mr. Sothern. Miss Marlowe was in a 
vtage box, which was decorated with flowers. 

At the close of the third act Mr. Sothern was 
obliged to request tbat the audience would wait 
for their remarks after the performance. 

The engagement of Mr. Sothern, which brought 
his professional career to a close, was marked with 
an admirable routine of charity contributions on 
his part, the entire receipts for the four weeks 
having been donated to charitable institutions. The 
Actors Fund received $19,000 for the first two 
weeks* donation, the Fund for English Actors 
*4,300, the English Bed Cross $5,000, and a spe- 
cial matinee for disabled French soldiers netted 
$3,000. 

Miss Marlowe stepped on the stage after the 
performance and remained seated while Mr. 
Sothern read his farewell speech and then led Mrs. 
Sothern to the footlights, where she recited two of 
Shakespeare's sonnets. 

In response to the terrific applause she encored 
with a dramatic recital of "The Star Spangled 
Banner" for a new riot of applause and cheers, 

A great many of their friends then took part in 
the reception on the stage. 

Mr. Sothern in his speech said In part: 

"It is said that when the heart Is full the tongue 
speaks, but It will be difficult for me, with a heart 
overflowing with gratitude, to find words. When 
for thirty-seven years a man has followed a calling 
he loves in a community, intelligent, tolerant, dis- 
criminating, eager and appreciative, and has bad 
the extreme good fortune to secure and retain 
favor for his labor during an those years, there is 
little more he can demand of the gods. 

"For my part, I have had a fine time. I have 
:oved the theatre, and from -the first sought no re- 
TOid other than the joy of my work. I as sure 
that with Miss Marlowe It has bees the same. All 
other considerations have been secondary. To be 
allowed to act the great parts, to experience the 
exaltation of the greatest poet's greatest creations, 
this has been the goal of each of us. To have n*a 
that privilege, and to have won some favor In the 
effort, this has been pufflclent reward. 

"There is, alas, a difference between aspiration 
and achievement. One only approximates one's 
own standard, and we ail fall short of our best 
desire. But, as Miss Marlowe and I stand here 
to-night and grasp your hands across the foot- 
lights, wo feel that we have fought with enthu- 
siasm In a noble causa — that we have held fast to 
our dear wish to Interpret humbly the noblest 
drama the world has seen. 

"We have one regret — that circumstances have 
not permitted us to say good-bye In some of those 
Shakespearean plays In which we have for twelve 
years sought favor. Bat since that satisfaction Is 
denied us, I am grateful that my last word wiF 
be spoken in Mr. McCarthy's charming romance, 
and my wife Is happy that In restored strength 
ehe stands here with an overflowing heart to bow 
her thanks. 

"Thanks to those few who in her earlier years 
saw the promise of future accomplishment, and to 
those many who In later days have strengthened 
her with applause, counsel, criticism and praise. 
New York is full of affectionate memories tor both 



of us. Here I made my first appearance on any 
stage, with my father, at Abbey's Park Theatre. 
Here, at the Bijou, my wife first appeared as Par- 
thenla, and made her first success. Here, under 
Charles Frohmaa's generous management, we 
joined forces In our Shakespeare adventure, and 
here, our work dose, we stand at last to say fare- 
well. 

"Bat this retirement of ours is not leading to 
Inglorious ease. The gods will find some service 
still for Idle hands to do, and in this greatest 
tragedy the world has seen, we all must take some 
part. Wherever our home in England may be, 
there will be work to do, and I shall even hope 
that whatever skill I have acquired in your 
service may enable me to help those in need, as I 
have been glad to do during tbese last appear- 
ances. A sympathetic cause will always appeal — 
and I shall hope to be an instrument in such 
service. 

"To this country our debt for sympathy, en- 
couragement and recognition Is so great that our 
memories and affections wild always bo centered 
here. Here I was bom — -In, New Orleans; here 
was my father naturalized an American citizen, 
in recognition of his obligations to the land which 
gave him opportunity and success, and here have 
both Miss Marlowe and myself striven, suffered 
and prevailed. 

"In America I see a new day dawning for the 
highest drama. Otto Kahn Is the prophet of 
this new day. In the light of my own experience, 
I have advocated for years the municipal theatre. 
The great power of the theatre should no longer 
be left to chance. Its Influence should. In each 
community, be directed and helped by that com- 
munity. My parting wish is that we may soon 
see the plays of Shakespeare being presented to 
the plain people at a nominal price. As we have 
free libraries and free music, so may we have the 
best plays by the best actors at a nominal fee. It 
can be done. It should be done, and it can be 
made to pay. I 

"No actor, in the present condition of the the- 
atre, can afford to produce these plays. No man- 
ager can be expected to pilot a Shakespearean hope- 
ful through inevitable failure to success. But peo- 
ple, your people want these plays. They love 
them. They understand them In spite of Hie 
critics and the wise men. Do this thing and the 
millennium Is at hand. 

"And now, ladles and gentlemen — good-bye. We 
who have had to win your affections for so many 
years have fallen, of necessity, Into our own snore, 
end in tendering our gratitude we tell you of our 
love.' For so many moons of appreciation, of help, 
of solace and applause, we thank you with grate- 
ful and oversowing hearts."

(From y. T. World, Hay t8) 
If any theatrical manager thinks he can load 
tip the meeting of the Actors' Eqluty Association 
at the Hotel Astor to-morrow afternoon with 
"ringers" to vote down the proposition to affiliate 
with the American Federation of Labor, he Is going 
to be fooled. Howard Kyle, corresponding secre- 
tary of the Actors' Equity Association, said yes- 
erday the convention room would be guarded, and 
only members In good standing admitted. 

Some of the managers are bitterly opposed to 
the idea of having 2,500,000 members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor behind the actors. They 
might find means to combat an actors' strike, but 
do not fancy the possibility of being boycotted by 
all the union men If they do not hire union actors. 
Mr. Kyle said yesterday that the affiliation 
measure is assured of being passed almost unani- 
mously. There are 2,900 members of the associa- 
tion, one-third of whom are women. Already, said 
Mr. Kyle, 785 votes in favor of the proposition 
have been received from actors and actresses who 
ore out of town and cannot attend to-morrow's 
meeting, and only fifteen vote* against the affilia- 
tion. ■ A two-third vote la required to carry the 
motion. 

Shubebts Lead Attack. 
An attack on the proposed actors' onion was 
contained in Yesterday's New Tori Review, a pub- 
lication identified with the Shubert theatrical In- 
terests. It said Otis -Skinner would lead the fight 
against unionizing at to-morrow's session, and 
named John Drew as another who does not want 
to be a union, man. The tone of the attack was a 
rebuke to actors for "voting themselves down" to 
the standard of "day laborers." 

"Famous stage beauties, queens of tragedy, -emo- 
tional ladles, matinee Idols, tragedians, comedians, 
known from one end of the country to the other, 
whose reputations and fame and prestige managers 
have spent millions In making, will ally themselves 
with hodcarrlers, bricklayers, steamfitters, plumb- 
ers' helpers, teamsters, plasterers and all other 
union trades. If the expected happens, and they 
all seem to be under the fond delusion that, by so 
doing, they will not hurt themselves professionally 
or do any Injustice to the managers who have In- 
vested fortunes and worked for years to mako 
their names," said this article. 

Unionism Will Cheapen. 
Continuing, it said: "These actors (referring to 
those who oppose affiliation) point out that, "by 
affiliating with union labor, the last remnant of 
glamour that surrounds the stage will be taken 
from It The movies have done much to cheapen 
the actor; unionism will undoubtedly do what re- 
mains to be done to convert him Into a mere or- 
dinary trade workman. 

"Even though the Equity Association does 
unionize. It will make Out little difference to the 
members of that organization. Before attempting 
to enforce a 'closed shop,' a 'uniform contract,' or 
any of the alleged Ideals of the Equity Association, 
they must Increase' their membership ten fold. It 
Is known that many of the leading actors on the 
stage will resign from the Equity Association if 
unionism Is carried.*' 

Mr. Kyle said that since the plan to unionize 
was made public In March the membership has 
increased almost four hundred. 



Last cable from Sydney advises that Mr. Mc- 
intosh has extended his activities Into the news- 
paper field. Not satisfied with controlling the 
Dlckard Circuit of theatres and numerous other 
business ventures, he has purchased, at a cost of 
one million and a half dollars. The Sunday Timet, 
Sydney Olobe, Sydney Referee and The Saturday 
Referee. He, blmselt, is sole owner and managing 
director. This is the largest newspaper deal that 
has ever been put over in Australia, and these 
papers will be the first link In the huge contem- 
plated newspaper combine. The Sydney Globe and 
Sunday Time* are papers devoted to local news 
items. The Sydr.ey Referee is the moat widely 
circulated sporting and theatrical paper in Au- 
stralia. It Is an authority on all sport events, 
and Is the beat known paper of Its kind on the 
continent. 

In addition to his latest acquisitions Mr. Mcin- 
tosh has also organized a No. 2 company of his 
TIvoll Follies. This company will tour the Conti- 
nent, playing week stands throughout New Zea- 
land and Western Australia. A great many vaude- 
ville acts that have been sent over by the New 
York office will be used as principals in the No. 
2 company. 

Vera Pearce, the stunning Australian beauty, 
who recently won a contest for the moat beautiful 
actress in Australia, will remain permanently with 
the No. 1 company, which will play Sydney and 
Melbourne only. Miss Pearce after her present 
season with Mcintosh's Follies contemplates a 
visit to the United States, to try for fame and for- 
tune here. Immediately after the closing of her 
contract she will heed for New York. Negotiations 
are now being carried on with several big New 
York producers, and (he will probably make her 
debut In one of our New York musical shows. Miss 
Pearce is one of Australia's fairest daughters and 
one of. Australian theatricals' greatest drawing 
cards. 

She first trod the boards when she was five, at 
that time being connected with the J. C. Williamson 
firm. When that organization was in its hey- 
day she played various small parts for the big 
firm. Aside from being known in musical com- 
edy she is also known in pictures. She has made 
a marked success as a film actress. Thus far she 
has appeared la two pictures, "The Shepherd of 
the Southern Cross" and the "Martyrdom of Nurse 
Cavell." The latter will shortly make Its appear- 
ance In America. At the present time It Is being 
exhibited In Canada. 

A large contingent of American artists sail for 
Australia on the steamer leaving June 12. Among 
those who sail are: O'Donnell and Blair, Floyd 
Mack and Mabelle, Vandinoff and Louie, Evelyn 
Cunningham, Jack and Forls, Grace Hanson, Osko- 
mon, Lelghton and Kennedy. Arrangements hare 
been entered Into by the New York office of the 
circuit whereby all acts booked for Australia wilt 
play from five to eight weeks with the Western 
States Vaudeville Association of San Francisco, 
most of the acts opening at Northwest points for 
this circuit- 
Tommy Tonar, who, for the past three seasons 
h=s been the leading comedian with the "Five 
•Merry Youngsters," has been signed by Chris. O- 
Brown, and next season will be one of the princi- 
pal comedians with the No. 1 company of the 
Tlvoll Follies. Mr. Brown is also negotiating with 
Theodore Kosloff, the well known ballet master 
and dancer, and In all likelihood be will be fea- 
tured with that organization at the starting of 
the 1917 season. 

In his theatrical, commercial and newspaper life, 
Mr. Mcintosh has not overlooked the sporting 
world, and he Is still contemplating signing up Les 
Darcey, the sensational middleweight boxer for an 
American tour. Darcey is very anxious to hove 
Mr. Mcintosh handle his affairs, and If the deal 
is consummated, Darcey will be looked after on our 
shores by Brown, Mcintosh's American representa- 
tive.

"It will be the object of this organization to 
peek a peaceful understanding with vaudeville man- 
agers for the betterment of vaudeville conditions 
wherever they need betterment. We have the 
assurances of the leading vaudeville managers In 
this country that an organization of this kind will 
be welcomed, and that the managers will aid in 
placing and building the organization upon a suc- 
cessful foundation. 

"Among the purposes of this organization will 
be the drafting of an equitable contract to be 
used by all managers In the Vaudeville Managers' 
Protective Association, which comprises all the 
large vaudeville circuits ; proper measures for the 
protection of material of members of this organi- 
zation, the foundation of a pension fund for mem- 
bers who become disabled or incapacitated, and 
life insurance benefits for the dependents of de- 
ceased members, and the establishment of arbitra- 
tion between this association and the association 
representing the vaudeville managers for the ad- 
justment ot any differences or disputes that may 
arise. 

"As soon as the committee has worked out the 
details, a. general meeting of all members will be 
called for the purpose of adopting by-laws and 
electing permanent officers and directors and all 
other emit details of organization. 

"If there ere two or more members of an act, 
each Individual desiring membership will have to 
apply. 

"The members at the first organization meeting 
wilt also definitely settle the question of annual 
dues, and if for any reason ah application Is re- 
jected the fee accompanying same will be re- 
turned."

HUST STATE STAND. 

"Do yea believe that the public exhibition of 
picture films and plays, snch as The Birth of a 
Nation,' is beneficial to the community 5" la the 
third and most striking of three questions 
propounded to each candidate for a Judicial office 
at the election of June 5, by an organization of 
negroes, called "The Nonpartisan Progressive 



Voters' League of Chicago." This means thai, if 
they hope to get the so-called "negro vote" candi- 
dates must express themselves unqualifiedly re- 
tarding a question which is still in the throes of 
litigation and which may come up before the can- 
didate who has pledged himself after he shall have 
been elevated to the bench. Ever since "The Birth 
of a Nation" was announced for initial release, 
prominent negro organizations have fought tie dis- 
tribution of the film in Chicago. Colored leaders 
have become increasingly Indignant upon realizing 
that one of "the factors which contributed to the 
exceptional popularity of the film lay in the In- 
terest aroused by the Injunction proceedings. Now 
they are endeavoring to throttle Judiciary opinion 
by enacting promise from candidates in much the 
same way that "wet leagues" .have, proceeded. 

OUTSKIRTS VS. LOOP. 

As a general proposition It is an acknowledged 
fact that moving picture theatres fare better In 
the outlying sections of Chicago than in the Loop 
district. Finn standards have been Improved to 
such an extent that the building of mammoth 
theatres for moving picture purposes, with or- 
chestras and all the other garnishments that be- 
long to big theatrical ventures, is no longer a 
hazardous proceeding when launched in outlying 
neighborhoods. Now each subdivision appears to 
have at least one first class picture house enjoying 
profitable patronage. But, in the Loop districts, 
rents are so very high and competition la so 
keen that the houses making money could be 
counted on one finger of one hand Once is a 
while a play that hints at the nether world, like 
-The Little Girl Next Door," prospers. But this Is 
an exception. The fact that the Colonial, "theatre 
beautiful," located In the choicest spot on Ran- 
dolph Street, goes back to the legit, Saturday, 
June 4, speaks eloquently of the difficulties en- 
countered In the endeavor to transform Standard 
Loop theatres into moving picture houses. The 
vain efforts of the moving picture palaces on 
"Bool Mich." to gain their measure of popular 
support Is already history. Pictures are taken 
•mite seriously in the outlying districts, but few 
people care to dress up and go downtown for the 
Pleas ure of viewing a movie. This is one feature 
oi*£he present situation which tends to re-awaken 
hope In the hearts of those who long for a return 
of the old conditions of the drama. 

A WELL FOUNDED PROTEST. 

Protests against moving picture depletions of 
factory scen es em braced In resolutions sent to 
all producers of film pictures — were adopted, last 
week by the National Association of Garment 
Manufacturers, convened at Hotel La Salle. "Mov- 
ing picture producers, employing a lot of actors 
who never saw the inside of a factory, seem to 
think that to satisfy the public they must make 
of every factory scene a picture of brutality," said 
one of the prime movers of the resolutions. "The 
girls are treated In a way no American girl would 
stand" 

This action Is reminiscent of the Essanay studio 
orders, restraining directors from constantly re- 
sorting to drinking scenes. The order cites the 
fact that In moving picture portrayals of club life, 
c'nbmen are shown Imbibing mixed drinks as If 
this were the sole indoor recreation of club mem- 
bers ; in library scenes, the first thing a millionaire 
does, upon reclining in his comfortable chair, -Is 
to seize a whiskey bottle. The company ruled out 
all such scenes on the grounds that they are super, 
fluous and not true to life.

Considerable talk has been circulated recently 
regarding Chicago as a Summer resort The city's 
Ideal location on Lake Michigan Insures neutraliz- 
ing breezes at & time of the year when people snf- 
focate in other sections. Beach improvements are 
being mode constantly. . Unexcelled natural parks 
are a bis drawing card, also. The unique combina- 
tion of big city industry and rustle comforts found 
only In rural neighborhoods constitutes a far 
reaching invitation to visit the Western metropolis 
— an Invitation which few can resist. So many 
visitors come during the hot weather period that 
it is no exaggeration to call Chicago the represen- 
tative Summer resort of the Great West. Publisher* 
could do no better stunt than to make a song 
popular In Chicago during the Summer season, 
when the outdoor parks of ail kinds are attracting 
the crowds. The park bands form a big boost for 
songs claiming popularity — and there are two 
kinds of park bands, the free municipal and those 
within the enclosures of places like Rivcrview, 
Forest Park and White City. Host of the boats 
plying between lake porta have orchestras on 
board. All the outdoor gardens employ singers 
and musicians. Some publishers have made a 
practice of cutting down the Chicago force during 
hot weather months. This custom displays a woe- 
ful lack of knowledge, and la based on the theory 
that people are away at Summer resorts and there- 
fore do not purchase music over Chicago counters. 
While It is true that the counter sales drop to a 
certain extent, while the people are bent on out- 
door pleasures, It must be remembered that the 
Summer resort aspect of Chicago brings thousands 
of visitors who will return to their native cities 
"nmemberlng the names of songs they beard In 
Chicago and ordering them over local counters. 
That's why the publisher who keeps things going 
in Chicago during the Summer Is 'blessed with 
big sales throughout the entire West 

A POM EDITION. 

The nearest approach to a production edition 
ever distributed by the McKinley Music Co. are 
numbers from Carlos Sebastian's repertoire, now 
being displayed in windows of wide awake music 
shops. The title page embracing the review score 
is a real work of art and is attracting considerable 
attention.

The new regime of the F. J. A. Forster Music 
Co. started off with a rush Monday of last week, 
with Marvin I.ce at the managerial helm. Marvin, 
who has not been In positive harness since he con- 
ducted the Theodore Morse Music Co., has fallen 
back to his old, 'swift stride — doing his utmost to 
convince performer friends of the excellence of 
Forster numbers.

BOSX.EY'S THEORY. 

Bosley, 
Shapiro-Bernstein's Chicago manager, after hear- 
ing tbe tales of woe enumerated by other local 
managers. Slg. has a theory that the music pub- 
lishing business was never more profitable than 
right now. He declares several publishers have 
had banner months and weeks within the last year, 
and points to catalogues which proved exceptional 
bread winners. Bosley Is a sure antidote for 
"publishers' blues." 

GOING IT. 
Milton Scbwarzwald, manager of Leo. Feist's 
Chicago orchestra department, got a notification 
from the home office to the effect that all dance 
orchestrations would be sold for twenty-five cents 
or thirty cents, depending upon the character of 
the numbers. It is not known whether this action 
was taken because of the high cost of paper— or 
the high cost of popularizing music that sells at 
ten cents. Sit down with a paper and pencil and 
figure out. If yon can, what it costs a big film to 
distribute the orchestrations called for, because 
of the popularity of a number, wholesaling at 
about seven cents, which reaches a sale of about 
three-quarters of a million copies.

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The burlesque season of 1915-16 has come and 
gone. That is lias been a financial record breaker 
la the consensus of opinion amongst managers. Ot 
course the financial condition of tne country has 
been the reason thereof, but then again one thing 
belpa another, and the other thing was the quality 
of the shows playing on the Columbia Circuit. 

With but few exceptions all the companies came 
up to the standard, and naturally these shows 
"came home with the bacon.*' 

The public will no longer pay their money for 
an Inferior show. A poor show will always come 
home with a poor pocketbook. The manager who 
spends his money will always make money. Years 
ago any old thing went in show business, but now- 
adays it Is the show -which is properly equipped 
in every respect that Is the successful show. Proper 
equipment means good comedians, costumes, scen- 
ery, etc 

By comedians is meant not "one comedian," for 
it is rarely a one man show gets over. Of course, 
there are a few "one man" shows which do, bat 
from an audience's point of view a show with two 
or more good laugh makers suits them better. Take 
the Merry Rounders Co., the Maids of America, 
th Watson- Wrothe Co., the Social Maids, the Hast- 
ings Co., the Follies of the Day and a few others. 
These were not one man shows, and all proved to 
be big winners. 

Let ns look over the entire season and, by 
dividing it into four parts, give a general review 
of each part: 

Part 1 — The best show. 

Part 2 — The best equipped show (scenery and 
costumes). 

Part 3 — Music of the shows. 

Part 4 — The musical director. 

A little preamble to part one. It Is a difficult 
matter to criticise a burlesque show. No matter 
bow honest the critic may be. If bis criticism 
doesn't meet the approval of those directly Inter- 
ested he is accused of "knocking" or else has an 
axe to grind. In some cases this may be true, but 
all must admit that The Old Reliable never 
dealt in dirty water. There are some managers 
who are troubled with ehow blindness. They can 
see the faults of other shows but never in their 
own. The moment a critic gives an honest opinion 
ot a show and it doesn't meet with the owner's 
approval the critic is accused as a know-nothing, 
but let this same manager read the criticism, of 
another show; he is certainly in accord with the 
critic. 

' Now for part one, the Best Show. There was 
no one best show. There were so many good shows 
that it would be practically impossible to pick the 
one best bet. Look over the following list and 
take your choice: Watson-Wrothe Co., the Follies 
of the Day, the Boetonlans, Harry Hasting'*, the 
Morry Rounders, the Golden Crooks, Boh Man- 
chester's, the Behman Show, etc, etc Now pick 
the winner. Each show had something to it 
superior to something in some other show. It 
doesn't necessarily say that any of the above 
shows were the biggest money makers, for U the 
money making capacity of a snow is the sign of 
the best show then a little anecdote of a certain 
manager will be well placed here. 

A certain manager had two shows, one of which 
was an excellent show. He met a friend who in- 
quired which was his best show. The manager 
replied, "Walt until Saturday night and I'll tell 
you." 

Part 2 — The best equipped show (costumes and) 
scenery). Undoubtedly the Merry Rounders was 
the best equipped show this season on the wheel. 
Max Spiegel deserves a lot of credit for this pro- 
duction. By the looks of things be spared so ex- 
pense when he pat the Merry Rounders out. Ths 



costumes and scenery would have done credit to 
any Broadway production. 

Part 3 — >Music of the shows. — This is the man- 
agers' nightmare. There are a few enterprising 
managers who go to the expense of having "origi- 
nal" mus.e written for their shows. These mana- 
gers deserve a lot of credit, for what is worse than 
sitting through one show after the other only to 
near the same "popular music." Popular music, to 
a certain extent, is good in all shows. Week after 
week one hears the same music when only the 
p.>pular kind is used, whereas, if it was only used 
as Interpolated numbers it would relieve matters 
greatly. Then again, all original music is not 
good. How many times has the manager been 
hoodwinked into buying "original" music from 
r.ome of these composers. These fellows sit down 
to a piano, and with the aid of a few '-fine" 
(?) sounding chords (barber shops) and a smat- 
tering of ragging Injected in spots, seem to con- 
vince the unsuspecting manager that he ' has a 
grand opera on a small scale, and he falls 
heavily for the same, only to find out after he has 
been on the road for a few weeks that be has to 
take It all out of his show and he falls back on the 
popular aongs. ' A tip to managers is to keep away 
from professional "melody grinders." If you 
must have original music then consult a man who 
has made it bis life's work and knows what be is 
doing. It might cost a little more, but then good 
goods come a little high at times. 

A good way for a manager to find out if his 
"original" music is melodious and "catcby" is to 
have a pianist play over the numbers, and after 
each is played let the manager try to hum or 
whistle at least a part of the song just played. 
If be cannot, then I advise him to reject it, for he 
will find that the audience will not fall for It, 
either. 

The show having the best music of the season 
was the Boatonians. The music of tbis show 
showed thought end originality. There were a few 
other shows which had original music, some of 
which was excellent, hut the Boetonlans' music 
fitted the production to a T." 

Part 4 — The Musical -Director. This Is a diffi- 
cult heading to write under. Neither would it be 
right to make any criticism on this neccessary 
man. It is enough to say that the various leaders 
with the companies on the Columbia wheel were, 
as a whole, good and capable men. In fact, in 
many instances they were men of rare talent, and 
a few were mighty fine composers, and a whole lot 
v?ry good arrangers. The manuscript of all the 
shows, with only a few exceptions, was in excel- 
lent shape, and so It should be, for what is worse 
than to give an orchestra a bunch of music which 
would take Euclid a hundred years to fathom, and 
expect an orchestra to give a good account of 
themselves during the first performance. To pick 
rut tne best leader would be "wrong. Like the 
shows this season, there was no best leader. There 
was too many good men to select one as the best. 
In other words, "It can't be did." 

Don't Imagine, however, that all the leaders; 
were gilt-edged, for such was not the case. There 
were, several poor ones, and these poor ones, as a 
rule, had their music In bad condition.

William R. Binder, director Oils season of the 
Bowdish Stock Co., formulates a plan which should 
prore very effective in the stamping out of play 
piracy. 

Mr. Binder's communication Is as follows: 

"A large percentage of the tent shows produce 
royalty bills without acquiring the rights. A num- 
ber of these companies play towns where they run 
Tery Utile risk of being caught. Managers of 
such companies are getting very bold lately and 
enriching their own pockets at the expense of the 
reliable manager who pays good money to produce 
the play. 

"Now, if the canvas shows that are reliable and 
honest would scud In their routes each Summer, 
and also a list of the plays they are producing, 
play piracy would be reduced to a minimum. 

"Clippeb correspondents or managers of the- 
atres can volunteer their services to the Managers' 
Protective Association and lend a valuable help. 
Now, when tbe tent shows play their town or in 
close proximity, they can visit show and see if 
statement regarding plays the said company are 
producing is correct. -Most actors do not desire 
to play in royalty plays unless royalty is paid, 
but are afraid to say anything for fear they would 
lose their jobs. If a few of these unreliable man- 
agers were caught It would gradually prove to the 
other play pirates that It la not worth while to 
take a chance. 

"Now, actors and managers, let us get together 
and stamp out this disgraceful play piracy, for 
there Is nothing meaner or more unfair than a 
plagiarist."

tike t flank the thought of what did happen to 
Max's kneecap came to me. The time was too 
short (about six months) for complete healing to 
have taken place, yet tnerj he was. as good as 
ever and performing with perfect confidence and 
grace. 

I wished to talk to Max. hat something Inter- 
fered and I had to leave New York for Chicago 
without getting an opportunity to examine his 
Interesting knee. 

Two weeks ago the hoy visited me ana I was 
glad indeed to see him. He was with " Molly O." 
here, dancing hard At my suggestion an x-ray 
picture was again taken. It showed that the bone 
was mending beautifully ; that nature had thrown 
out a bridge of cement (callus), between the broken 
ends of the kneecap, which held the fractured 
fragments In splendid apposition, and the amaz- 
ing part of It all was that violent exertion (such 
as his style of dancing entails) did not cause a 
particle of pain In the knee. 

Max is none the less worse- for his fr ac tu red 
knee. He is as well as ever, and the wonderful 
part of It all Is that Dr. Nature did the wont 
with remarkahle precision, without the aid of any 
disciples of Aesculapius. 



COMMENT. 

Not all cases of fracture of the kneecap terml- 
naite as desirably as that of Max. Splitting the 
knee cap is a mighty serious proposition, especially 
so when It affects dancers. 

The Injury may be brought about by direct force, 
such as falling on the knee or by a blow against 
the patella (the technical term for kneecap), or 
toy indirect force. 

The latter takes place during a violent contrac- 
tion of the powerful muscles of the front of the 
thigh when the kneecap is in a position to offer 
lessened resistance to the contracting force of the 
muscle. Welley's injury resulted from such In- 
direct violence. 

Yon will see. therefore, that it Is not at all 
necessary to injure the bone directly by a blow, 
etc. In order to sustain a fractured knee cap. 

Russian dancing especially predisposes to thle 
sort of Injury. 

The crossing of one limb over another in tempo 
will frequently Jeopardize the knee of the dancer. 
A sudden snap Is then perceived and a sharp pain 
announces to the victim that something Is wrong 
with his Jlmb. Yet most people cannot at first 
thought understand how they broke the bone when 
they did not even touch the knee. The above ex- 
planation) suffice*. 

WHAT TO DO IK SUCH EMERGENCIES. 

If one Is unfortunate enough to have his knee- 
cap fractured, the first thing to do is to enjoin 
absolute rest Put the patient to bed, elevate his 
limb and apply an ice bag to the kneedolnt in order 
to limit the extravasation of blood in and around 
the Joint Walking will be next to impossible in 
the severe cases. 

At the first opportunity an X-Ray picture should 
be taken. This will tell one at a glance whether 
the kneecap is broken, or not. and how much in- 
jury, how much separation of the broken frag- 
ments exists; end other Information valuable for 
eubsequent treatment 

It medical attention cannot he obtained soon, 
you may apply a temporary dressing by bandaging 
the kneecap in such a manner as to approximate 
the broken parts of the patella. This is accom- 
plished by bringing the cap into proximity by a 
roller bandage, three inches wide, applied above 
and below the bone. While sufficient pressure must 
be exerted to keep the fragments in apposition, 
the pressure must not be too great, because it may 
cut off the circulation arid make matters worse. 

Frequently enough the bony parts cannot be 
brought together by simple measures. In such 
cases wiring of the fragments by an open opera- 
tion Is resorted to. 

Neglected kneecap cases are serious proposi- 
tions when occurring in dancers. Surgical judg- 
ment on the part of the attendant coupled with 
plenty of experience are essentials If one wishes 
to be successful in handling these eases. Leaving 
matters to luck will not do. Cases like that of 
Wclley occur only very rarely indeed.

The Actors' Equity Association, at their annual 
meeting Monday, May 29, at the Hotel Astor, 
toted almost unanimously to join the American 
Federation of Labor. 

There was only one vote against the proposed 
affiliation. 

Lawrence D'Orsay, Morton SeltOB and Ben John* 
ton were the only members who resigned ©win? to 
the affiliation. 

Tom Wise, la his speech, declared that ho was 
the only member opposed to Joining the labor 
union, bnt had decided to Join with the others and 
vote for it. 

The Equity Is at present 3,000 members strong, 
and will not become a branch of the White Rata 
nor of any other organization. 

The present fee will remain the same (five dol- 
lars a year), and a fee of nine cents will be paid 
by the A. E. A. to the A. F. of L. oat of the fund 
for each member. 

The Equity will control their own funds, have 
their own elections and will be under the direc- 
tion of the Federation of Labor only In cases of 
vital Importance, such as a general strike «* other 
tag questions. 

The Equity will NOT try to enforce a closed 
shop. The Equity contract is the big Issue at 
present. 

They demand half salary for six weeks' rehears* 
al and a two weeks' season for four weeks' re- 
hearsal. This Is the clause the Shnberts aro 
against. 

The Equity demands a round trip ticket, so as 
the actor may return at the close of the season 
without digging Into his own pocket for fare. 

The limit on free rehearsals Is four weeks. The 
limit on matinees for productions are two, other- 
wise the actor Is to be paid pro rata. 

There are at present only three managers who 
are using tbe Equity contract. 

Otis Skinner opposed by letter. There were 
only nineteen out of eight hundred votes which 
came in from the road that were opposed to the 
affiliation.

The action of the Morality Squad officers has 
caused a small sized tempest in St. Lpuls, Inas- 
much as the Sim has tbe indorsement of some of 
the biggest men In the State of Missouri. 



As exclusively reported three months ago In this 
paper, tbe Universal Film Co. will relinquish its 
Eastern producing studios June 1. The Fort Lee, 
N. J., plant will be rented to the Fox Film Corpo- 
ration. 

The Universal plans to transfer the principal 
Eastern stock companies, now producing In the 
studios adjacent to New York, to tbe Hollywood, 
California, branch of the concern, more or less 
known to fame as "Universal City."

Paramount Is Issuing a pamphlet addressed to 
moving picture operators on the proper care of 
film. Here's a few of the very excellent suggestions 
incorporated therein : 

Be careful with this film. 

Remember the house running after yon. 

Keep jour machine clean ; use wax where the 
film touches the machine. 

Oil damages film — a charge will be made If film 
Is returned with oil on it. 

Punch holes will not be permitted ; a charge of 
ten feet of film will be made If punched. 

A damage charge for ten feet of film will be 
made if bad patches are put in film. 

Most Important : See that your idlers are set 
properly so the film will not be creased on the side 
through the sprocket holes. 

Creasing means permanent Injury, and will be 
charged for. 

Rewinding : Be careful, do not hold the firm and 
turn the rewlnder handle. 

In cleaning film be careful no carbon or dust 
is on the cloth ; It will scratch the film. 

Help ns to give you film hi good condition. 

Shipping: Place bands on the proper reels and 
ship according to instructions immediately after 
use. 



FIGHT FILM MEN HELD FOR TRIAL 

James J. Johnston and the six men who were 
Indicted with him for attempting to flash pictures 
of tbe Johnson-Wlllard fight across tbe Canadian 
border several months ago, must stand trial at 
Syracuse, according to a decision handed down 
last week toy Federal Judge Geo. W. Ray, of that 
city. 

'The attorney for Johnston and the others under 
Indictment entered a demurrer, but the Judge 
fal'ed to see matters in that ll;;it. cad his recent 
decision means that the promoters of the fight film 
must answer the rather serious charge of bringing 
contraband pictures Into the United States In 
defiance of a plain law to the contrary. 

Judge Ray, in handing down the decision over- 
ruling the demurrer, said : 

"The brutalizing and pernicious effect, especially 
on the young, of looking on physical encounters 
betwen human beings In the shape of actual fights, 
where the light Is to a finish and until one or the 
other Is rendered physically Incapable of further 
action, offensive or defensive. Is well known and 
recognized almost everywhere. As it Is impossible 
-to hold such fights In this country. It is proper 
Congress should prohibit pictures of them."

The manner to which the Initial installments of 
"Gloria's Romance" were received was quite aa 
mixed In character as the assemblage of spectators 
gathered to witness the serial. The exchange men, 
Seemed bewildered the exhibitors calculatingly 
non-communicative, the film manufacturers sad or 
Joyful, according to their relative degrees or 
friendship for Geo. Kleine. the movie fans disap- 
pointed, and the nrst-r/ghters evidently attracted 
by the presence of Blllle Burke on. the screen, 
cynically disgusted. 

The story treats of the romantic experiences of 
Gloria Stafford, a rich man's child, with a healthy 
desire for adventure, which leads eventually to an 
incipient love affair. Gloria, by the way, aa imper- 
sonated by Blliie Burke, seems entirely too old to 
tw -playing the sort of childish pranks we see her 
engaged in during the action of the first reel. For 
instance, Gloria easily looks to be about twenty- 
two years of age. Now doesn't It look silly for a, 
maiden over the legal age to pto her tutor's slip- 
pers to the floor of her bedroom so that austere 
Ecrson cannot- folow her on an autmoblle expedi- 
ent 

The automobile ride In question taken by the 
heroine,' results to a series of Incidents which, as 
filmed' and directed, are decidedly obvious, badly 
«tag-od end poorly photographed. 

Entirely too many flashes of Miss Burke ere 
shown in the auto. Some of these scenes are really 
tnore than flashes, and become very tiresome. 
About half the amount of frontage! devoted to the 
auto ride could be eliminated with a consequent 
saving of raw material. 

The auto running uncontrolled end carrying 
Gloria into the sea was a very unconvincing thrill 
made more so by the heroine appearing a moment 
later to apparently dry clothing. First chapter 
very poor entertainment.

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CABARETS DO NOT REQUIRE THEATRE 

LICENSE. 

IMPORTANT RULING MADE BY JUDGE CRA1N IN SUPREME COURT.

One of tbe most important rulings affecting 
owners of restaurants, wherein cabaret perform- 
ances are given, was made by Judge Grain In the 
Supreme Court last week. According to the Jus- 
tice, It Is not necessary for cabarets to bold a 
theatre license before giving a cabaret performance. 

Tbe decision is the outcome of a recent convic- 
tion made by a city magistrate of Julius Keller, 
president of Maxim's Hotel and Restaurant, on 
Thirty-eighth Street, New York. 

The lower court held tbat Keller violated the 
law by running a cabaret without a theatrical 
license, and Keller, through his attorneys, carried 
the case to the higher court, with the foregoing 
ruling. 

The Importance of Judge Craln's ruling cannot 
be overlooked, as there are hundreds of licensed 
cabarets In the city, the owners of which have 
been complaining that they should not be taxed for 
providing entertainment for their patrons. 

Theatre managers who have felt a falling off In 
business, due to the cabarets, have long contended 
that cabaret owners should be made to take out 
theatrical licenses, which would result In every In- 
dividual who held a cabaret performance being 
forced to pay $160 for a three months license. 

The penalty for operating without a license Is 
S100 tine and one year's imprisonment. 

The decision of Judge Creln will be hailed with 
satisfaction by the numerous cabaret proprietors 
in the city, and it would not be surprising to see 
entertainment on a more lavish scale exhibited in 
the food emporiums hereabouts, now that It Is un- 
necessary to have a theatrical license.

CONTRACT- 

Much has been said regarding the obligations 
assumed by managers upon tbe signing of con- 
tracts and tbe failure of many to live up to their 
agreements with artists. 

A recent case Illustrates wherein the artist wis 
guilty of holding lightly the existence of a con- 
tract which he had signed for an engagement at 
the Hamilton and Begent Theatres, in this city. 

The name of the act is withheld. This act. it 
seems, sought and accepted bookings for the Moss 
Circuit, and after playing a few of the houses 
refused to play the Begent Theatre, It Is alleged, 
because It believed the house was opposition to the 
Alhambra, booked out of the TJ. B. O. 

Bookings were offered the turn from the United 
Office, and the act re-appeared at some of the 
local two-a-day houses. 

When tbe Moss office learned that the parties 
had taken a "run-out" powder they Immediately 
brought salt to recover damages, alleging that the 
act had not lived np to Its agreement. 

A Justice in the Municipal Court held for the 
plaintiff, but a compromise was effected whereby 
the turn was to return and play the week pre- 
viously contracted for, the date to be set by tbe 
defendants. The act thereupon decided upon a 
date that was satisfactory to the Moss office, and 
the date will mark the closing of the act in that 
particular vehicle that they have been appearing 
in, as it Is said tbe U. B. O. want a new offering 
from the parties in question after they have 
played for Moss again.

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MOVING PICTURE MACHINES. 

THEIR STATUS UNDER THE TARIFF FIXED BT CUSTOMS COURT.

The status of moving picture machine* was fixed 
7 e*t entoj when the United 8 tates Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals reached the conclusion that, In the 
absence of any specific provision In the law for 
such articles, they became dutiable at twenty-five 
per cent, under Paragraph 94, as "frames and 
mountings for projection lenses." 

While the American Express Company appeared 
as tbe protestant of record. It was understood 
that the actual Importers were Pathe Freres of 
this city and Paris, the merchandise in controversy 
being described on the invoices as "Pathescopes." 
Collector Malone held that the machines were duti- 
able at dirty per cent, as "frames for optical In- 
struments." This view was not approved by the 
Board of General Appraisers, which reversed the 
Collector and ordered the "movies" admitted at 
the twenty-five per cent. rate. The Government 
then appealed to the court 

Hie importers, in addition to the claim under 
tbe projection lenses' paragraph, raised the point 
that the articles might come under the manu- 
factured metal article provision calling for a ens- 
torn tax of twenty per cent., bnt neither the board 
nor the court considered this seats. 

Judge Smith, in his decision for the court, after 
considering the arguments of Assistant Attorney 
General Hanson In behalf of tbe Government, 
summed up tbe conclusions of the court as follows: 

"In our opinion the evidence In this case very 
clearly establishes that the metal support, the 
reels, the electric lamp, the mirror, tbe condenser 
and the motive machinery are all instrumentalities 
designed to aid and assist the projection lens In 
producing on a screen an enlargement of the small 
pictures on the film, and that without snch ap- 
pliances the projection lens would be wholly In- 
effective for that purpose. Unquestionably the 
completed article would be a moving picture 
machine and possibly it might be regarded as an 
•optical Instrument. *; • • 
■ ^"Nevertheless, [It would; be at .the. same ■ time a 
■projection lens supported .by, the frame. and. fitted 
■with the . adjuncts . which make, it available for »usc. 
'~,Frotn that It follows that, even If the frame^bere 
Involved be' considered, as the frame*. for 'an' optical

projection lens, and as frames. for; projection lenses 
-are provided for in' Paragraph 94, that provision

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BITS OF STAGE HISTORY. 

James S. Huttco; who Is stlllan active member 
of the Chicago theatrical colony, designed' all of 
the printing for "The Mikado," In 1878. : HUbert 
A'Shandier, engravers of wood block - posters, 'who 
had the second and third floors of the Crllly Build- 
ing, in Chicago, where The Clippeb has an office 
at this dsy, did that part of the work, and Stro- 
brldge and The Enquirer Job printed the billing 
matter In Cincinnati. 

Lortn Howard, who Is a prominent figure In the 
American Production Co., which Is supplying 
vaudeville with feature attractions at this. time, 
made his stage debut In "Apple Orchard Farm," 
In New Tort, on July 7, 1890, being billed as 
Master Lorln Howard. 

Clavieres, an engineer at tbe Paris Hippodrome, 
Invented "looping the loop," getting tbe idea In 
1533 and perfecting It In 1846. The device was 
styled an aerial or centrifugal railway. This 
device carried passengers. The public did not 
take to the mode of entertainment and it soon was 
discarded. Tbe device was revived again, in 186.",, 
but the first car was derailed and the Paris police 
pet an end to that particular "loop-tbe-loop." 

Continuous vaudeville was inaugurated at Proc- 
tor's Twenty-third Street Theatre, in New York, 
Jan. 9, 1893.

NEW. METHOD IN STAGE 
EFFECTS. 

Scenic artists have long been experimenting with 
colors, shades, shadows, etc., with a view to Im- 
proving the settings used in our modern theatres, 
but It remained for John Wenger, the New York 
artist, to step to the front with a new Idea In 
atmospheric effect 

First he fills his canvas with great splotches of 
heavy color, and at first glance the result re- 
sembles a lot of wild daubs, but to soften the 
c rudeness of the canvas Mr. Wegner .resorts to 
the covering of the whole canvas with a few thick* 
nesses of ordinary netting of fine texture and 
dominant hue. The netting hangs a few inches 
from the canvas In loose folds, which has the 
effect of obscuring tbe exact outlines and colors 
on the canvas ami of catching them all op Into 
the dominant hue. The lighting which the artist 
chooses Is the Indirect and diffused lighting from 
above, which further softens the total effect 

It Is likely that Mr. Wegner has contributed 
something of great value to the technique of stage 
decoration In his use of netting for atmospheric 
effect. 

For several years Mr. Wegner experimented 
with plush, that Is painting the scene on plush, 
for tbe sake of Its softness, but in addition to the 
expense this style of work had many drawbacks. 

This netting effect of Wegner'a enables the stage 
artist to carry much farther Joseph Urhan's 
"polntilllste" spotting colors.

For many 
office forces asked to be excused In order to partici- 
pate, forcing business men to clip another day 
from a week already stripped of one because of 
Decoration Day. 

Many wiseacres declare that, when all is said 
and done, the amusement world will find that 
these holiday interruptions have wrought more 
harm than good, because they are inspired by 
politics rather than outright search for enjoyment. 
The real effects of plugging the calendar with Sun- 
days will not be known to the amusement world 
until a careful resume is entered Into— when the 
string of holidays shall have become a thing of the 
past. Then theatrical magnates will know which 
side of the ledger bears the balance.

H the plana of J. Stuart Blackton, president of 
Cm Vitagraph Co. and an executive of the M. P.

One of the principal labors of the embryo nlm 
organization will be a vigorous and persistent 
sight against the ever growing censorship evil. In 
Una with this plan a bill is to be Introduced in 
Congress through seme representative friendly to 
the film industry calling for the House to appoint 
a committee, with toll power, to investigate and 
report on motion picture conditions as they really 
exist throughout the country. 

A movement was started also which plans a 
big combination of exhibitors, exchange men, 
manufacturers and accessary people. The M. P. 
& League, if this idea proves practicable, may be 
absorbed by the new motion picture protective 
association. 

Censorship Just now la giving the big men ot 
the film world serious food for thought. Penn- 
sylvania censorship 1 Is costing the manufacturers 
nearly a million dollars a year, with Ohio a elosa 
second. 

The Crlstman-Wheeler Bill was passed by the 
New York State Legislature, recently, and had it 
not been killed by Governor Whitman at the 
eleventh hour, would have exceeded the cost of 
Pennsylvania censorship. 

Among those Interested In the fight against local 
and State censorship are the Famous Players Film 
Co., Paramount Picture Corp., Metro Pictures 
Corp., Morosco, World iFlkn, Tltagraph, Bellg, 
Lnbln, Bssanay, Nicholas Power Co., Eastman 
Kodak Co., Triangle and Fox Film Corporation. 
All told, these companies represent a combined 
capital of over five hundred million dollars.

PHUA. JUDGE RULES AGAINST 
PEM. CENSORS. 

Lubln's "Dollars and the Woman," about the 
best feature that concern has tamed out since it 
started to make pictures, somehow or other did 
not meet the peculiar requirements of the Penn. 
Stats Censor Board when shown some time ago to 
that august body. 

The anions of the screen picked llttlo faults 
here and there, ordered several eliminations, and 
generally found the picture below their aesthetic 
and, of coarse, highly developed dramatic stand- 
ards. 

The Lobin Film Mfg. Co. and the V. L. & EL 
Immediately combined to fight the ruling of the 
Penney censors, their offensive taking the form ot 
an appeal to the Phila. Court of Common Pleas, 
presided over by Judge Audenreld, Recently the 
Supremo Court of Penn. handed down a decision 
declaring tbat the lower courts ot .the State had 
no authority to reverse rulings of the State Censor 
Board, ""'»fT "such rulings were clearly an abuse. 
Of discretion." 

Judge Audenreld must have looked at thing* 
la this light, because last week he rendered a 
decision in the "Dollars and the Woman" case 
denying the right of the Censors to order certain 
eliminations, and generally reversed ths Censor 
Board's viewpoint of the Lubln feature. 

In giving his decision Judge Audenreld gave 
voice to the 'following opinion : "An inspection of 
these pictures cannot fall to convince any unbiased 
mind of the purity of the underlying motive of the 
story. The tender pathos of the plot absolutely 
precludes the impressions and suggestions Imputed 
by the censors to the features that they Have con- 
demned. 



HARYLAND CENSOR LAW SOON 
EFFECTIVE. 

The Maryland Censor Law, which is the result 
of the Bryant Bill passing both houses and subes- 
qucntly receiving the Governor's signature in 
record time despite the futile arguments ot the 
New York M. P. Board of Trade and the Maryland 
Branch of the M. P. EL L. of A, becomes effective 
June 26. On and after that date all films must be* 
submitted to the Censor 'Board for review.

PROTECTION MACHINES MUST PAY 
25 PER CENT. DUTY. 

Motion picture projection . machines, when im- 
ported Into this country, are to bo taxed an ad 
valorem duty of twenty-five per cent, according 
to a recent ruling of the V. S. Supreme Court 

In rendering this decision the court designated 
projection machines as "frames and mountings for 
projection lenses." 

The U. S. Court of Appeals verdict was the 
result of a suit started by the American Express 
Co., acting for Pathe Freres, who objected to Col- 
lector Malone's edict placing a thirty per cent, 
ad valorem duty on motion picture machines on 
the ground that they were "frames for optical 
Instruments." 

Judge Smith gave the following opinion sup- 
porting the Court of Appeals' ruling! 

"In our opinion the evidence In this case very 
clearly establishes that the metal support, the 
reels, the electric lamp, the mirror, the condenser 
and the motive machinery are all instrumentalities 
designed to aid snd assist the projection lens In 
producing on a screen an enlargement of the small 
pictures on the film, and that without such appli- 
ances the projection lens would be wholly inef- 
fective for tbat purpose. Unquestionably the com- 
pleted article would be a moving picture machine 
and possibly it might be regarded as as optical 
Instrument, 

"Nevertheless, It would be at the same time a 
projection lens supported by the frame and fitted 
with the adjuncts which make It available for use. 
From tbat it follows that, even if the frame here 
Involved be considered as the frame for an optical 
Instrument, It is none the less the frame for a 
projection lens, and ss frames for projection lenses 
are provided for in Paragraph 84, that provision 
must be preferred to the less specific and more 
comprehensive provision in Paragraph 08 covering 
frames for optical Instruments."

"The Destroyers" was adapted from a book en- 
titled -Peter God." James Oliver Cur-wood's novo] 
may have been Interesting in literary form, but as 
a screen play it falls far short of the mark in 
several respects. 

To begin with, there is entirely too much footage 
taken up with Introducing the characters and un- 
necessary sub-titles. In fact, one would imagine 
that & prologue had been attempted and then cut 
out, such U the extent of the explanatory titles 
and Sashes preceding the picture play proper. In 
this section there Is also an unnecessary and weak 
attempt at "camera effects." 

Photographically throughout the feature is not 
even passable. Few scenes are tinted the ma- 
jority of the film presenting a doll black and 
white appearance. 

In one instance a scene is preceded by a title 
which says that somebody Is going to do some- 
thing "that night." The scene, a street, shows the 
sun ehlnine brightly, and an interior immediately 
following discloses a fine view of the Singer Build- 
ing and downtown New York through an open 
window. That is to say fine view, if one would 
call «■ foolishly illuminated and bamy painted can- 
vas drop utilized to represent New York's skyline, 
fine, at this progressive day of picture producing 
development. 

Such things as this do not make for artistic pic- 
tures, and with New York so handy it seems ridic- 
ulous that a drop should be used at an. 

The opening of the second Teel looks, for all the 
world, like one of those comic animated cartoons 
so popular with movie -patrons Just now. A man 
is seen walking Into the camera, and as the back- 
ground of snow is white and the figure is black 
the effect Is funny. And remember this Is not a 
comedy it's a drama, and serious one. at that. 

There are two or three newspaper inserts that 
contain one style of type In columns two and three 



and another in column one. One of the papers 
used as an insert Is apparently The Morning 
American. A story printed in glaringly different 
type is pasted on the sheet in such a way th*.t 
even a child could tell that the thing was faked. 

The story Itself concerns a young; married 
woman who goes up to the Canadian woods appar- 
ently in search of her husband. The couple were 
separated some years before her advent In the 
Canadian country by the wicked machinations of a 
grafting politician and an adventuress. 

It happened that the husband was a reformer. 
By the way. who can expect any one to sympa- 
thize with a reformer anyhow. The politician and 
adventuress "framed" him, and caused his wife to 
believe it because the reformer wouldn't stand for 
the politician's grafting proclivities. Later, the 
husband finds out he has been "framed" and kills 
the conspirators. That's why he took refuge In the 
Canadian woods and that's how his wife came to 
meet a likeable young mounted cop when she went 
up to tell him that she still loved him and "knew 
the troth at last." 

The Canadian mounted cop is dragged into the 

Elot because the woman, springing from nowhere 
i particular, nothing being shown as to her rea- 
sons for being in the lonesome mountain country, 
must, through the exigencies of the plot, tell him 
a story. This "story" leads up to another "story" 
told by the woman's husband when the mounted 
copper is sent to ask that gentleman for the 
woman's "hand." A reconciliation between hus- 
band and wife does not disclose whether the re- 
former gets away with the two accidental killings 
or not. But we can assume he does. That would 
be ia accord with the rest of the foolish story.

UPP 
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LOEW-MOSS-FOX RELATIONS BECOMING 

STRAINED. 

ACTS OPERING ON MOSS TIME MUST PUT ENTIRE CIRCUIT. 



Three months ago those supposedly In the know 
predicted an alliance between the Loew and Moss 
Interests, and the deal looked as If It might go 
through. However, the report went np in smoke. 
Since then much has been said to lead to the 
belief that both popular priced vaudeville Inter- 
ests would combine. 

Repeated denials failed to down the Insistent 
rumors of an affiliation, but whatever chance there 
was for an understanding has passed Into history 
In view of late developments. 

It seems that Mr. Loeb, of the Fox office, has 
Issued word to the Fox agents that both the Jef • 
erson and Hamilton Theatres are opposition, and 
this statement is taken to mean that the Fox 
office win not he likely to favor any booker who 
puts acts into either of these Moss houses. 

On top of this, agents who book turns through 
the Moss office have been Informed that any act 
booked for the Moss tour must play the entire 
circuit; a blanket contract being given to cover 
the number of weeks on the time. 

This la a protective measure. Inasmuch as many 
acts opening on the circuit heretofore have ex- 
hibited a desire to cancel or refuse certain houses 
booked through the Moss office, that might be 
termed, and are in reality opposition to both Fox 
and Loew. 

Particularly Is this so In the case of the Jeffer- 
son, Hamilton and Keeney's Theatres. It Is 
claimed that many acts have been "pulled out" of 
the Keeney house In Brooklyn, and the fact that 
a contract exists that binds an act to fulfill Its 
obligations should cause a discontinuance of the 
practice. 

In signing an act for the entire circuit under 
the blanket contract the artist will be forced to 
go through with his agreement. 

The most surprising news of all is the report 
that Mr. Schenck, of the Marcus Loew office, has 
Instructed bis agents to book with the Moss office 
as little as possible, and If convenient not to book 
any acts for the time at alL 

This would serve to "crimp" any friendly rela- 
tions between the Moss and Loew offices. Indica- 
tions arc that in future the alliance will be between 
Fox and Loew on one side, and Moss and Keeney 
on the other. 

It la plainly apparent from the present trend of 
affairs In amusement circles that Mora will eventu- 
ally control additional houses, and prove a big 
factor in the popular priced vaudeville field In the 
ICasL As for any agreement between Loew and 
Moss, the present outlook Is, in the parlance of 
the elite, "cold turkey."

The motion picture Interests are to hare an 
organization of their own, and In the future there 
la to be no more dlssentton, according; to what 
transpired at the so-called "harmony dinner" given 
at Delmonlco's last week. 

No more will tie various manufacturers dash 
madly about pulling against each, tor the time has 
arrived and the moment Is ripe tor an understand- 
ing that old* fair to make the celluloid gentlemen 
and their different companies considerable organi- 
sation, involving, as it will, some S500.000.000 of 
capttal practically aligned under one banner. 

"Organization" was the keynote of the different 
speeches by those whose prominence marked them 
as representatives of the many motion picture con- 
cerns and with everyone In perfect accord it only 
remains tor the final details to be worked out 
before the manufacturers will be a formidable 
aggregation tor any ill advised friend of censor- 
ship to "ptck on." 

The aim men have at last realised that in unity 
there is strength, and that the former policy of 
being at odds with each other was not the correct 
way of improving the conditions under which they 
are at present laboring. 

Out of the chaos, therefore, has come enlighten- 
ment in the form of the proposed league, which 
will embrace manufacturers, supply houses, pro- 
ducers, etc., In fact, all who have any financial 
Interest in the future of the fifth largest Industry 
in the world. 

The decision to organize was a timely one, ana 
It should be the forerunner of better relations 
between all concerned, and in addition prove a 
powerful structure in opposing proposed censor- 
ship measures that might nave a tendency to 
weaken the Industry. 

It would not be surprising if J. Stuart Blackton 
were made president of the new league.

F. G. Spencer, manager of the Lyric and Unique 
Theatres, has returned from a visit to the Ca- 
nadian West. 

The Opera House at 'Sussex, N. B., was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire early on the morning of 
June 8. The building was valued at $35,000, and 
the insurance is about half. It has been used 
principally as a moving picture theatre, playing, 
however, any road attractions that offered. Dr. 
J. J. Daley was the manager. 

The City Council of this city, on the recommen- 
dation of the mayor, who la chairman of licenses, 
has made a considerable Increase in the licenses 
for theatres, particularly In the case of the larger 
houses. Under the old license system theatres for 
pictures and songs only were licensed at $100 per 
year, while theatres that played vaudeville of any 
description and pictures paid $800 per year, and 
the Opera House paid $800 per year. Under the 
new law the theatres will pay according to seat- 
ing capacity. The rate will be thirty cents per 
•cat up to the first thousand seats, and fifteen 
cents per seat per annum on all seats over one 
thousand. Under this ruling the theatres Will pay 
from $75 for the smallest to $41240. 

In the case of the Opera House, now tunning 
pictures for the Summer, the theatrical license, 
which would be $200 extra, will, for the present, 
he waived. The mayor, who has been In office a 
month, is not regarded as a friend of the amuse- 
ment houses. Just what action will be taken by 
the theatrical managers Is not yet decided upon, 
but this is regarded as the opening wedge to higher 
taxation.

The London theatres have adopted the policy of 
m akin g matinees the principal performances. In 
compliance with the daylight saving measures now 
in force. AH performances now open an hour or 
more earlier than usual. 

At first London playgoers, who make the theatre 
a fashionable gathering place, balked at trans- 
ferring such functions to the afternoon, but the 
fear of Zeppelin raids finally reconciled them to 
the changing of the long established schedule. 
Managers pointed out that there is little chance 
of a hostile aerial visitor arriving over London 
before midnight, and by that time audiences should 
be safely at home.

DISAPPEAR. 

CHICAGO REMEMBERS LAST YEAR'S 
LESSOR IN PREPAREDNESS-EN- 
TERTAINMENT FOR ESKIMO OR 
AFRICAN- SHIFTING POLICIES. 

(Special to The Clippeb.) 

Chicago, June 10. 

To those who remember June, July and August 
of past seasons, the present amusement sit nation 
In Chicago holds plenty of food for thought. 
■Nothing hut the announced opening of time-tried 
outdoor amusement parks and an exceptionally 
-warm, day or evening now and then gives Indica- 
tion that the regular Loop dramatic season has 
dosed. A few burlesque houses have seen fit to 
dose, but the pride of them all, the Columbia, In 
tile heart of the Loop, Is swinging along merrily 
with what Is called a "Summer show," but really 
Isn't, because a show representing the expenditures 
lavished on Dave Marion's offering could run along 
In mid-Winter for just as 'many weeks as the Sum- 
mer calendar calls for. The Loop, for the most 
part, has suffered few "Summer inroads," and the 
houses holding the biggest nits have shows that 
began their triumphant runs while snow still 
covered the ground. 

Generally speaking, comparisons are odious, bat 
the chief reasons for the peculiar conditions of 
the present lies in the past, and last year's trick. 
of fate, when the first months of Summer were 
marked by wertoigh continuous floods and cold 
weather that belled the season, led far-sighted 
producers to outline plans for the present that 
bare' not gone awry. 

The Shuberts have favored Chicago with a show 
at the Palace that even their enemies would not 
term, a "Summer show." Instead of being merely 
a, conglomeration for whiling away the time In 
iot .weather, patrons have found it a gorgeous 
Spectacle that would do honor to the best paying 
Chicago Shubert house — the Garrlck — In the height 
at the regular dramatic season. There is en «lr 
of thoroughness underlying these producers' offer- 
tags (with genial, busy John J. Garrlty at the 
executive helm, and Chicago's own Sam P. Ger- 
aon, manager of the Princess, doing the kind of 
press work that proved most effective)' that 
others might profitably emulate. Just .as top- 
notch music publishers manage to translate cur- 
rent catalogues into the proper quota of hits, any 
part of any season finds this firm with some Chi- 
cago shows playing to "land-office receipts'' that 
weU afford the carrying along of less profitable 
enterprises. "Experience" made a record and a 
mint of money at the Garrlck ; "A World of Pleas- 
ure" will do the same at the Palace. - 

A local firm's effort to "fed the public pulse™ 
has led to sudden changes of policy (still going on) 
that have not proved anything in particular, be- 
cause nobody seems to know Just what ratio of 
vaudeville, pictures and straight legit, the local 
public really wants. Experts say the effort to 
"bring back musical comedy" at the La Sails 
failed because the stage Is not .big enough to con- 
form to the requirements of mammo"th reviews 
that have become the order of the day, so the 
house Is doing the' beet it can with moving pic- 
tures. Every effort was made to make the' Co- 
lonial pay as a feature picture house (house man- 
agers having been changed), but patronage fell 
off until it was deemed best to revert to the 
legitimate. The fact that Norman Field (more 
experienced in picture house management than 
the legit.) has been retained as house manager 
may suggest that the change is only temporary, but 
his friends essert that he Is fully capable of hand- 
ling the ropes, while some believe that it was 
Wise to keep the Colonial open at all costs be-, 
cause the house is too ideally located to admit of 
closing it until a definite policy shall have been 
decided upon. There are many who believe that 
i4cyicker*s will score Its greatest success If it re- 
verts to Its pre- vaudeville policy of housing stand- 
ard road attractions. 

Cohan's Grand Opera House has followed no 
Iron-clad policy ever since "The Lady In Bed" 
dispelled for all times the Illusion that "any show 
could keep the crowds coming to the Grand," 
because of the house's reputation . for hit after bit 
in the past. However, Harry Ridings showed the 
'■boa*' - what timber was in him when the Frlais 



cone to town— end he could probably Induce the 
public to patronize the house In the good old way 
If some feature attraction like "Cohan's Bevlew" 
■were booked there. 

"So Long, Lctty" is booming along merrily at 
the Olympic, having demonstrated staying powers 
equalled by only one show, "Chin Chin," with 
Montgomery and Stone, at the Illinois. The first 
named show Is playing to capacity audiences con- 
stantly and will probably run as long as Morosco 
cares to keep It going. 

This resume shows that Chicago's dramatic sea- 
son la "anything bat dosed" with the advent of 
Summer. Legitimate producers fear ndther the 
pictures nor the outdoor parks, and the way most 
of the productions are proving bread winners 
makes It likely that the full Summer season in 
Chicago will find every kind of amusement In a 
flourishing condition so that any type of pleasure 
seeker may be entertained, from the Eskimo who 
seeks something "warm," to the African, who needs 
"cooling off."

Acton Davies, formerly dramatic critic of The 
New York Evening Sun, died June 12, In the Lake- 
view Hospital, Chicago, from rheumatism of the 
heart. 

Mr. Davies, who was forty-six years of age, 
was a native of St. John. Can., and came to New 
York in 1887. After contributing articles to vari- 
ous Metropolitan newspapers he was engaged by 
The Evening Sun In 1890. Three years Inter he was 
anade dramatic critic of that paper, succeeding 
Charles B. Dillingham, who resigned to Join the 
forces of Charles Frohman. 

Mr. Davies continued as dramatic critic of The 
Evening Sun until 1914, when he left to Join the 
fihubcrt forces in an advisory capacity. Later he 
became Identified with the Lubln Co*, of Phila- 
delphia, as writer of scenarios. 

lie then drifted back to the spoken drama and 
became press representative. At toe tone of his 
death he was advance representative for "Nothing 
But the Truth," an H. H. Frazee production. , 

Aside from his work to, the dramatic field Mr. 
Davies waa a prolific writer of short stories, and 
had written one novel, "The Grand Finale." He 
novelised 'The First Lady of the Lend," in which 
Elsie Ferguson starred and "Romance," Edward 
Sheldon's successful play. 

In 1898 Mr. Davies went to Cuba as war corre- 
spondent for The Evening sun. and became con- 
spicuous for bis display of personal courage. 

The deceased is survived by two brothers and 
two sisters. The remains will be taken to Athol, 
Mass., where Mr. Davies had a country home.

THE COMPLEXION AS AN INDEX. 



"You are looking; well today," "Ton are pale, 
what is the trouble 5" and similar phrases convince 
us that the average human being Judges one's phy- 
sical state by the complexion. And Justly- so, for 
In health and In disease the appearance of the 
face tells the tale of the many conditions of body 
and mind that are reflected in the countenance. 

The skin of the face Is supplied with an rotri- 
f c&te meshwork of blood vessels controlled by the 
sympathetic nervous system, -which carries impres- 
sions from the brain to the vascular supply. As 
a result of this wonderful arrangement emotions 
i are reflected on the face. Thus, fright and ai- 
'rclsh are shown by a deathlike pallTdlty of the 
face. How Is that accomplished? Simply enough. 
6ay, for Instance, one Is frightened. An impulse 
Is sent from the brain via the delicate nerve 
filaments to the blood vessels of the skin of the 
face; they contract suddenly emptying their con- 
tents, and the result Is a sudden blanching. Blush- 
ing Is Just the contrary. Instead of the blood ves- 
sels contracting as a result of an Impulse, as In the 
I former case, they dilate, .an excessive supply of 
'blood surges to the dilated vessels, and "blushing'' 
or redness of the face Is the result. 
1 Becelved many Inquiries as to the cause of b'ush- 
lng and how one can subdue It. As to causation, 
the above explanation will answer that. Blushing 
Is a mental process and self-consciousness Is re- 
tqxraslble for its occurrence. There Is only one way 
to cure "blushing," and that Is to train one's Belt 
out of . the habit. This is well explained by the 
case with which the inexperienced blush and by 
the complete disappearance of this peculiarity as 
he matures and uses Judgment, reason and self-con- 
trol as remedial measures. 

You can often till by the- appearance of one's 
face whether he Is confined Indoors or whethar 
he leads a life in (he open air. Confinement to 
an Indoor life invariably causes paleness and a 
pasty appearance. Prisoners and shop clrls Ire- 

?ucntly have such complexions. Actors who do 
our or more a day and who spend their time 
between stuffy dressing-rooms and "cell like" hotel 
rooms, are frequently pale. In this respect they 
well compare to the complexion of the prisoner. 

Persons suffering from anemia are pallid. It is 
important to remember that confinement in close 
quarters will often cause anemia. Again, there 
may be no amenta In these Individuals but a pig- 
mentary change as a result of the exclusion of 
light. Only too often I meet performers who are 
being treated for anemia, when as a matter of fact 
they arc suffering from pallldlty due to confine- 
ment. In cases such lis these, of course, the change 
of the mode of life Is essential to bring about a 
change In the color of the face. Continual expo- 
sure to cold, rain. fog. etc.. will cause a rosy com- 
plexion of the skin. This is due to changes in the 
capillary vessels of the face consequent to the 
stimulation by the cold. 



In various diseases of the blood the face offers 
a striking appearance. Thus, you will remember, 
perhaps, the appearance of the person suffering 
from "green sickness" (chlorosis) described in a pre- 
vious issue of The Clipper. The same is true with 
reference to persons suffering from other forms of 
anemia. In these Instances the coloring matter of 
the blood, the so-called hemoglobin, la diminished 
more or less In quantity and the face reflects that 
condition In a striking manner. 
* The appearance of persons suffering from wast- 
ing diseases such as cancer and tuberculosis often 
forms a striking picture. In those cases the face 
assumes a white appearance often shaded with a 
dirty yellow. This Is accentuated m. eases of lead- 

JioJsonlog — the so called lead-cachexla. The pallor 
a these cases Is often unmistakable. I know of 
splendid diagnosticians who pay a great deal of at- 
tention to the appearance of the face, and surely 
the first due to ail existing morbid Btate Is often 
ifurnlshed by the appearance of the facial integu- 
ment. 

Sad cases of pernicious anemia, which are dan- 
gerous and baffle the skill cf the best In the -pro- 
fession, display a lemon-yellow tegumentary color. 
Once you see a patient suffering from this disease 
you will retain a striking mental picture of the 
characteristic yellow hue. There in a rival condi- 
tion pernicious anemia has in that respect, and 
that Is Jaundice. When the outflow of bile from 
the gall bladder is Interfered with, or perhaps com- 
pletely blocked. as a result of stone In the bladder 
or Inflammatory conditions, there Is a damming 
back of the bile which finds Its way into the' gen- 
eral circulation as a result of which the entire 
body becomes a golden yellow at first, which, when 
the trouble is persistent, becomes more Intense in 
coloring. 

Bronzing; of the skin, or the assumption of a 
dark bronze colored hue by the face and other 
parts of the body Is observed In cases of so-called 
Addison's disease. This Is a result of morbid con- 
dition of the suprarenal bodies. These are small 
? lands, one on either top of the kidneys their func- 
lon being obscure. All ws know at present about 
them is that tbey furnish an internal secretion of 
their own which Is essential to well being. When 
unit, function Is interfered with as a result of 
disease of these little bodies Addison's disease will 
result wtth bronzing of the surface. 

Swelling of the face Is observed in many diseases, 
such as Brlght's disease, heart trouble, etc. In fact 
a certain pufllness is often characteristic of definite 
morbid conditions scmewhere in the body. Localized 
•pots of red or other hues is Indicative of local 
akin lesions, the result of a variety of factors. 

A loss of subcutaneous fat, causing the com- 
plexion to wither and the appearance of "crow- 
feet" lines and wrinkles is often due to the various 
forms of morbid avslmllartlon, loss of weight sec- 
ondary to a variety of diseases, etc.

BRUISES. 

MISS A. II., Vancouver, B. C. writes 

Dear Doctor : I am a constant reader of The 
New -Your: Ci.ipfer, and wish to obtain informa- 
tion on the following. My partner and I do a 
dancing act- 1 am twenty-three years of age. My 
skin seems to be very tender and I often develop 
braises on the parts my partner Is forcibly grsop- 
tng during our act. There are discoloration* of 
the skin following our act. What can I do to 
prevent these, and how can I cause those existing 
to quickly disappear. 

REPLY. 

A simple way to prevent discoloration after a 
severe bruise Is to dissolve gum arable in a strong 
infusion of red_pepper. (Any druggist can make 
it up for you). The consistency of this preparation 
should be that of mucilage. It should be painted 
over the bruised. part and there permitted to dry. 
This quickly docs away with the discoloration, 
and is said to produce a normal appearance within 
a short time. 

LEAVING APPENDIX AFTER OPERATION. 

MR. H. V. C. New York, N. Y., writes : 

Deak Doctor : I am a member of the White Rats 
and also the Actors' Fond, and am an admirer of 
The Clipper, which we have read for years.

REPLY. 
Often, in emergency work, where the appendix 
had ruptured and there la free pus In the peri- 
toneal cavity, all that Is done Is to wipe out the 
Bus, Insert a drainage tube, and if there is troub'e 
1 finding tbe appendix, it is left alone. Frequently 
the appendix sloughs off or shrinks and never gives 
any trouble. At other times again It has to be re- 
moved at a subsequent operation. It may be possi- 
ble that at the time yon were brought to the hos- 
pital the surgeon who operated upon you feared 
a spreading of tbe Infection by much manipulation 
finding the appendix, and thought it best to be 
conservative. Many of us do the very same thing, 
and seek "safety first." You must not condemn 
the man who used his best judgment for your safe- 
ty and benefit. If the appendix bothers yon, do 
not wait now until another abscess forms, but 
have It out at a time when you are free from pain 
and fever. The "interval" operations are the 
safest

Dear Doctor * I am a dramatic student and 
much absorbed in my work. I want to succeed and 
accomplish things. It is necessary in some of my 
work to give impressions of dying persons, necessi- 
tating imitations of the "death rattle," etc. Please 
tell me haw to accomplish the latter. 
REPLY. 
Every good dramatic actor accomplishes his ob- 

Iect by a close study of conditions as they occur la 
Ife, end he then portrays them as closely as possi- 
ble. I have seen many who Imitate dying persons 
in a most farcical manner, and others who por- 
trayed the extlns marvelously. Study and practce 
will enable you to get tbe desired results. Batt'ea 
In the throat may be well Imitated by relaxing the 
■oft palate and forcibly Inspiring through the 
month. 



CONCUSSION OF BRAIN. 

MR. I. M. L., Boston, 'Mass., writes : 

Dear Doctor : I am au acrobat. Some years 
ago I fell from a trapeze and remained unconscious 
for some hours. The following day 1 was dizzy and 
was unable to work for a number of days. This 
happened four years ago. I would like to know 
whether concussion of the brain, as tbe doctor 
called it at the time, may result In something seri- 
ous in later years. I am forty-four years of age 
now. . I would be g'ad to get your opinion on this 
through our paper — Tub Cupper. 

REPLY. 
I do not think that you have anything to be 
alarmed about. Your concussion has no doubt, been 
temporary, and you need not fear any ill effects. 
Untoward manifestations usually follow Immedi- 
ately or shortly after such accident as you describe. 
Discard it from your mind and do not dwell on it. 
There is nothing to brood about. 

GANGLION. 

MI8S V. P. McC., Pittsburgh, Pa., writes: 

Dear Doctor : I am a pianist and do a great 
deal of playing. About a year ago a swelling de- 
veloped on tbe back of my hand which is not 
£ sinful, but is getting progressively larger. It 
i becoming unsightly now. I have seen a phy- 
sician who told me that It was a ganglion. We 
have a regular Clipper family here and read your 
Health Department regularly. My mother sug- 
gested that I write you and find out what Is best 
to do for these conditions. Thanks. 
REPLY. 
There are various methods of treating a gang- ' 
Hon. 1 — Painting it with Iodine and applying firm 
pressure by a bandage or adhesive straps Is ofteii 
efficacious. 2 — Puncture by tbe physician and 
evacuation of the contents of the ganglion, fol- 
lowed by the application of pressure, will frequenc- 
ly suffice. 3— when a ganglion resists the above 
methods of treatment, or where a speedy cure Is 
desired, tbe ganglion may be excised by the surgeon 
at one sitting. 

FLOATING KIDNEY. 
MRS. B, M., New York, N. Y., writes: 

Deab Doctor : I am tbe wife of an actor, 
although I am not In the profession myself. I have 
two daughters. My health has been falling of late. 
I am nervous. Irritable, sleep poorly and suffer 
from pains in the back. . I have lost a great deal 
of weight Nothing Interests me. I have seen a 
ver 7 K ? od Physlclau who made an exhaustive ex- 
amination. Be told me that I am perfect from 
every point of view except that my left kidney is 
floating. It la very bad he said. He ordered a 
kidney pad. which I wore for three months without 
the slightest improvement. He then suggested 
that I have the kidney put bade In place by an 
operation. I would like to know what you think 
about it 7 Is such an operation dangerous? How 
long will I have to remain In tbe hospital? Will 
I be cured after the operation? 
REPLY. 
Slnco support of the kidney by a pad worn for 
three months did not Improve the condition, I 
agree with your physician ibat It would be wise to 
permanently anchor the kidney back In place. No. 
Ihn operation Is not dangerous, If sklilfuUv per- 
formed. I would say you better remain In the nos 
Sltal for about three weeks. If your symptoms aro 
uo to the prolapsed kidney, its replacement ought 
to cure you.

Director Slomnn produced the picture In a mas- 
terly fashion, and the principals characterization 
of the three main roles can be set down as well 
night faultless. 

Dr. Grant has consecrated his life to the treat- 
ment of lepers. His kindness and unselfishness in 
the care or the unfortunates among whom be has 
cast his lot has made him their idol. 

A woman comes to the Isolated colony one day 
and the physician discovers to his surprise that 
ahe to not afflicted with the dreadful disease. Ha 
requests an explanation of the extraordinary fact 
of her being on the leper Island. She informs him 
that the man beside her is her husband. Despite 
the fact that the woman knows her husband is a 
leper she tells the amazed physician she has de- 
cided to> stick to him at any cost 

This unparalleled display of faithful and unsel- 
fish devotion awakens a train of thought in the. 
doctor's mind, recalling vividly his own life story, 
with Its fatefully woven web of terrible tragedy. 

Years before Dr. Grant had loved a girl named 
Myra. Hamilton. Because of a misunderstanding 
of the necessities of medical practice and experi- 
ment due principally to the physician's Interest in 
-vivisection, the girl had given him up. Soon after 
she married Harry Elliot, a wild and worthless 
sort of chap, whose dissipated ways soon brought 
Jlvra to a keen realization of her matrimonial mis- 
take. Elliot's attentions to other women, coupled 1 
with his excessive drinking habits, caused Myra 
to try a desperate plan to bring htm to his senses. 
Feellne that she might arouse his Interest at least 
by pretending to make him jealous, she arranged 
with Dr. Grant for a supposed flirtation. Finding 
his wife with Dr. Grant one day as pre-arranged, 
Elliot feigned to cut the wont construction possi- 
ble on the Incident and left a note declaring his 
lntentioni of committing suicide. 

Dr. Grant followed Elliot and found him far 
from a dead man, but much. the worse for liquor. 
The physician tried to reason with the man, bat 
Elliot struck him. 

Passing over the Insult, Dr. Grant essayed fur- 
ther to place matters in their proper light. 

A profane remark about Myra, however, ottered 
by Elliot In a moment of rage engendered a fight 
in which the latter received a bad beating. 

Really cherishing a sincere regard for Elliot Dr. 
Grant later sought to reform aim, and after a 
strenuous attempt succeeded in accomplishing his 

£urpose. With Elliot a man at last, and Myra 
appy In the love of her husband, the physician 
made up his mind regarding his future coarse. 
This took the form of an acceptance of the posi- 
tion as chief physician at the leper island. 

Sacrificing everything for the love of a women 
he honors as another's wife. Dr. Grant renounced 
the world and become a voluntary exile. 

Awaking from his reverie the "hysician goes to 
the office and receives a letter. It is from Myra, 
announcing Elliot's death, and asking him to Join 

her. 

In turning the letter Dr. Grant Is startled to 
find that he does not feel the name on his fingers. 

He grasps the truth instantly. He' Is a leper. 

An uncommon ending for an uncommon story. 
The nnhappv and terribly tragic finish while not 
In accord with movie plot conventions, Is never- 
theless a touch of genuine drama, something the 
screen Is not over supplied with, to say the least.

TOO LONG IS CAUSE OF SO 

MANY "LAY OFFS.' 
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LOCAL VAUDEVILLE SUPPLY NEEDS CHANGE OF ATMOSPHERE 



If the present state of affairs continues to exist 
relative to new vaudeville material, the outlook 
for next season will be exceedingly dubious. 

New acts and new faces nave always been In de- 
mand by the various circuits, but It Is extremely 
doubtful If the present supply will find an active 
market this Fall and Winter. 

There Is no questioning the influx of time worn 
acta in local theatres during the past season and 
up to tie present. Look over the average bill and 
yon are bound to and that the majority of the acts 
have been seen around here so often that the pub- 
lic, managers and agents are tired of tbem ; all 
of which augurs 111 for the artiste' future welfare. 

Agents are complaining that new acta are as 
scarce as the bone Mother Hubbard sought for her 
bow-wow in the familiar cupboard, and the situa- 
tion can be summed up by the general opinion ex- 
pressed by these barometers of vaudeville, the 
agents. 

According to these five, ten, etc, per centers, the 
rank and file of artists have a desire to play Mew 
York and its nearby villages forever and a day. 
Being that there are numerous theatres on dif- 
ferent circuits hereabouts, the artist's wish Is 
gratified for a time, and he revels In the deluslou 
that he can stay forever without changing his act 
or removing his presence from Qeorgle Cohan's pet 
thoroughfare. The result is that bookings become 
leas frequent, and the salary cut makes Its appear- 
ance with the regularity of a rent collector. 

Instead of the artist packing bis "real estate" 
and hiking West, North or South for new ileitis 
to conquer he takes an odd week here and there,

believing that conditions are bad; whereas, If he 
used his Intelligence and stopped to consider, he 
would figure out that be and his offering are stale 
in these parts. 

This not only applies to the artist who stays 
around New York but to the chaps who make Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Philadelphia and 'Frisco their strong- 
bold, with the result that in these cities, as they 
are the nulse of the vaudeville market, the same 
theatrical conditions exist. 

It Is no wonder that new material is being 
sought, and no wonder that agents decry the 
dearth of new feces. 

Some of the New York agents have been taking 
hurried trips out of town looking for new acts, 
while many Chicago agents have Invaded our fair 
city looking for acts with the word "new" tacked 
before them. 

There are plenty of sets idle In Chicago and 
New York, yet those chaps seeking acts proceed 
to travel away from their usual haunts. Tbis 
fact alone should prove to the performer that a 
frequent change of territory is the answer to the 
problem of consistent bookings. It is an estab- 
lished fact that a turn having played New York, 
going Into Boston or Chicago; can secure work 
sooner than acts that make either city their stand- 
by. By the same token an act coming Into New 
York from out of town can always secure work, 
providing, of course, that the act is a saleable 
product. 

The vaudeville performer who has been around 
New York too long is in a precarious condition, 
and needs a doctor who will prescribe "common 
sense!" 

Go West, You Eastern actor! Come East, you 
Western actor ! and the "lay-offs" may not be so 
"heavy." In the meantime bookings are quiet.

NEW THEATRES FOR OAKLAND. 

Oakland, Cal., June 20. — Two new theatres are 
to be opened in Oakland the first week In October, 
one of them downtown and the other In the newer 
uptown district. They are the Turner A Dahnken 
Theatre and the new Bishop Theatre. 

The Turner & Dahnken, devoted to photoplays, 
being erected at Franklin and Eleventh Streets by 
the James Mofllt Estate Co., will represent an 
investment of nearly $350,000. The theatre will 
seat 4,000, and the stage is to be fully equipped 
for the largest theatrical productions. 

The New Bishop, on Franklin Street, near seven- 
teenth Street, being erected by H. W. Bishop, 
former owner of Ye Liberty Playhouse, will have 
a revolving stage. The seating capacity, 1,000.

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THALIA THEATRE AND ATLANTIC 
GARDEN SOLD. 

PASSING OF T HESE OLD LANDMARKS. 

SKYSCRAPER TO BE ERECTED OH SITE. 



Those historic buildings, the Thalia Tlheatre and 
the Atlantic Garden, located at 46 to 62 M Bowery, 
and constituting the oldest landmarks connected 
with amusements in New York, are presently to 
be demolished, and on their sites will shoot up a 
sixteen story office building. 

The old amusement resorts were sold on Jane IS 
by their owners, the heirs of the late William 
Kramer, to Lowenfeld ft Prager, and the estate of 
Plncns Lowenfeld, who. In turn, immediately dis- 
posed of the properties, through Win. S. Sussman. 
as broker, to an unnamed concern, which, it ie 
stated, will start work at once on a skyscraper. 

The Kramer heirs have held the properties at 
1800,000, and It Is understood that the purchase 
price was about this figure. 

The Bowery Theatre (as the Thalia was origi- 
nally known) haa stood for more than fifty years, 
while the first theatre on Its site was erected 
nearly a century ago. Upon the stage of this 
house many of the most noted players of the 
world have appeared, and for many years It was 
the leading theatre In New York. Edwin Forrest, 
James B. Murdock, John R. Scott, Thomas Ham- 
Win, Susan and Kate Denln, Mrs. Shaw, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Gilbert, Lester WaUack, J. W. WaUack, 
Edward Eddy, Mr. and Mrs. Barney Williams, 
O. V. Brooke, Matilda Heron, Wm. B. Goodnll. 
V. S. Chanfrau, John Brougham, Charles Fisher, 
Mme. ronUl, E. L. Davenport, William Wheatley, 
J. W. Collier, Geo. C. Boniface 8r„ Kate Newton. 
James W. Llngard, Frank Drew, Kate Fisher, 
Lucille Western, James A. Heme, and many other 
equally notable players appeared at the Bowery In 
the 40'a, 50'a, 60's and 70'a, From the early 70's 
until the season of 1870-80 the house wag given 
over mostly to melodrama. 

With William Kramer as proprietor, Mathilda 
Cottrelly as directress, and Gnatav Amberg as 
business manager, the house was first opened as 
the Thalia, Sept. 11, 18T9, the offerings being light 
operas given In German. This policy was success- 
ful and was continued till May 21, 1888, when 
H. R. Jacobs became the lessee and manager, and 
the house was known aa Jacobs' Thalia Theatre, 
and continued so till June, 1888. 

The house was next given over to performance* 
In Hebrew. In June, 1891, the Boaenfeld Brothers 
secured the house and reopened It Sept. 4, of that 
year, with the Lilliputians; In "The Pnpll In 
Magic" This attraction was followed by a season 
Of plays in Herman. 

Is March, 1882, Messrs. Levy & Heine, wno had 
previously given a short season of performances 
in Hebrew, became managers, and again opened 
the house with Yiddish drama. Since that time 
this form of entertainment had been given there 






continuously, with the exception of several periods 
of burlesque and Italian drama. 

The Atlantic Garden was for many years popular 
as an Bast Side family resort, and from time to 
time many of vaudeville's most prominent stars 
eppenred there. It was also used for a time for 
athletic contests and boxing bouts.

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE WHITE RATS. 

The sixteenth annual meeting of the Rata was 
railed to order in the lodge rooms, Thursday, June 
15, at 12.10 p. x., by the international president, 

Jamea William Fits Patrick. 

He called upon the acting secretary. Elm eat Carr, 
to read the minutes of the previous meeting. 

After this, the report of the international board 
was read ; and upon motion duly seconded, it was. 
unanimously adopted. 

The report of Che secretary-treasurer was then 
read by Mr. Carr, acting secretary, which con- 
risttid of a detailed analysis of the financial con- 
dition of the organisation, and the receipts and 
disbursements since Oct 1, 1916, prepared and cer- 
tified by Ernst ft Ernst, of 80 Maiden Lane, New 
York. 

There was $86 In the bank less than eight 
months ago. Since then $308,600 had been paid 
Into tbe treasury, ¥115,000 In debts had been 
cleaned off, besides all current expenses. A large 
cash balance Is on hand: The total Indebtedness 
now is very much reduced. 

Mr. Ttmony, the White Bate attorney, gave a 
report of the work he had accomplished for the 
organization during the time be had been serving. 

Mr. Fitz Patrick then, in the course of a long 
and interesting address, stated as far as possible 
the- result of his investigation into the finances 
and standing of the organization, and spoke very 
optimistically of tbe present position of the organ- 
isation and its future prospects. 

He was followed by the international executive, 
Mr. Mountford, who spoke for nearly an hour, 
going into details as to how he returned to the 
organization, stating that it was Fred Niblo who 
originally came to see htm, and that the first com- 
mittee consisted) of Messrs. Junle McCree, Frank 
Herbert and George B. Delmore. He then traces 
step by step the upbuilddDg of tbe organization to 
the present moment, and pointed out that it was 
the very activity of the workings of the organiza- 
tion that was Inspiring such criticism. He ex- 
pressed his delight and astonishment at the ra- 
pidity with which results were accomplished. What 
he had expected would take eight years to do had 
been done In eight months. 

He then dealt with the new N. V. A., point- 
ing out that it was only because the White Rats 
were powerful that this managers' organization 
had been started and that, if tbe White Rata were 
ever to 'die, the rival organization would die more 
quickly than did the Vaudeville Comedy Club. 

He thanked the last board of directors for the 
support which had been given bun, and at the 
same time expressed his gratitude to the present 
international board for the way in which they 
were working for the ultimate good of the organi- 
zation. 

Immediately after the meeting Mr. Fits Patrick 
and Mr. Mountford left for Boston to attend a 
general meeting Friday night, 16, which Edward 
Clark and Francis J. Gllmore also attended.

It is also stipulated 
that in the event of an agent making. any change 
in the form of contract, that causes it to differ a 
whit from the copy on file, said agent will face a 
revocation of bis license.

' Attorney Tlmony, of the White Bats, at whose 
Instigation the commissioner has become active in 
the. matter, claims that since the acceptance or

- Victor L. Schertzinger, the rifted young com- 
poser who wrote the score for Thomas H. Ince's 
spectacular multiple reel peace drama, "Civiliza- 
tion," and Is nightly directing the augmented or- 
chestra at the Criterion Theatre, New York, la 
one of the pioneers In the movement to write 
special music for photoplays with different themes 
and motifs for the- various characters and scenes. 
Just as in the score of. an opera. Long before 
being engaged by' Thomas H. ince to write the 
music for "Civilization," Mr. Schertzinger com- 
posed special music accompaniments for. some 
thirty-odd Kay-Bee subjects on the Triangle pro- 
grain. 

The score of "Civilization" Is no longer than the 
average opera. It embraces forty-two themes, and 
has the unique distinction of having worda for. five 
of these scenes where a chorus of thirty-five young 
women's voices is introduced as the picture pro- 
gresses.

ANYTHING BUT SET— PRESENT CHAOTIC 
.•PICTURES FIGURE PROMINENTLY.

Chicago, Jane 19. 

The race track dopesten of a decade ago had a 
cinch compared to what a vaudeville follower must 
confront in tbe way of rapidly shifting conditions, 
when endeavoring to ascertain what to-morrow 
Will bring forth. 

As to Summer vaudeville — It Is a big joke ; and 
nothing could speak more eloquently of Its joke 
aspect than the rapidly shrinking route lists com- 
ing from headquarters where vaudeville history is 
made. 

Most of the men who really count in the local 
vaudeville game admit that conditions are at ebb 
tide, and Instead of putting on airs of artificial 
prosperity, announce that they are getting Teady to 
go on vacations. Of course, everybody knows that 
vacation time is the period of their hardest -work, 
though it may also be the time of their least ac- 
tivity. For, during this brief period, plans for next 
season must be determined. 

If anybody thinks next season's plans are going 
to be easy — for even the biggest magnates — he or 
ehe has another guess coming. The bugaboo of 
pictures is bigger now than ever. It has a doable- 
edged aspect. Pictures, as a rule, are a briefer 
and cheaper form of entertainment for the house 
manager, and it is the brief and cheap that appeal 
to amusement seekers in the Summertime. But 
when vaudeville managers anticipate tbe return 
of prosperity with the coming- of the Fall season, 
instead of finding the public receptive for first 
class vaudeville, some new wrinkle in feature pic- 
tures has caught the public eye and, like the 
onslaught of "The Birth of a Nation," pulls tbe 
crowds that otherwise would be going to vaude- 
ville shows. 

A concrete example of what this actually means 
Is found in the shifting disposition made of local 
theatres. Many of them lay no claim to policy, 
and put in whatever happens to be getting the 
most money for the least initial outlay. Some 
houses shift from legitimate to vaudeville and 
from vaudeville to pictures in a way that makes it 
impossible to set them down as belonging to any 
definite class. 

It takes a mighty good proposition to get back- 
ing In the regular vaudeville field. Yet any suc- 
cessful director of pictures can get almost un- 
limited backing from shrewd business men, who 
realize what profits accrue from successful pro- 
ductions of pictures. The result Is that a stupen- 
dous vaudeville idea goes begging, while an or- 
dinary m. p. conception Is adorned in wonderful 
chape- 

Tbe criticism has been made that vaudeville 
Tests too content with achievements of tbe past. 
When audiences tired of dramatic sketches, mana- 
gers gave them singing and dancing acts. These 
pleased. The net result is that many present day 
bills are poorly balanced, many acts on the same 
bill being of precisely tbe same kind. Managers 
vaguely realize this, yet when anyone mentions a 
dramatic act. he's met with derisive laughter. 

A wager could be laid that not one visitor to 
the Majestic or Palace, in Chicago, who has at- 
tended these theatres for a full season, could dis- 
tinguish one song and dance act from another. Yet 
no one could have witnessed an act like "Tbe River 
of Souls" without carrying something away m tbe 
cranium that would stick for years. 

Vaudeville managers think they know what the 
people want, and are such wonderful guessers that 
they're sending new thousands of spectators to the 
pictures yearly. Bat many a first class agent, who 
finds tbe "dope of years" suddenly upset, has a 
pretty little problem in store, determining what 
kind of shews wlB be best calculated to keep the 
faithful from the pictures during next season. No- 
body should be surprised if some famous bookers 
develop gray hairs during their vacations.

VISUAL EVIDENCE. 



A Terr dear friend of minp a prominent phy- 
sician here, .drifted Into tie office tie other morn- 
ing and asked me if I -would accompany him. to an 
autopsy on a Terr obscure case. I had a little 
time to spare and decided to so. 

The history of the case was peculiar. Here Is a 
young man, Just. twenty-eight years of age and very 
brilliant In his chosen' field,* who "suddenly expires 
to the surprise of all. who. knew him, and the case 
Is reported to the coroner's office for investigation. 
What happened? He -was seen in excellent: phy- 
sical shape just a few days before. He was not 
laid tip for a minute and' never complained. 

Sudden death Is always accounted for. by finding 
something radically wrong with .-the functioning ., 
capacity of the heart Bui in this particular case . 
there was no ■ such indication. ' At least the young 
man never complained of being bothered with his 
heart function. 

A thousand and one theories were expounded 
on the cause of death, and nearly everybody had 
a view which they were sure was correct. "He 
was foully murdered," sold some gossipers. Others 
thought the nun committed suicide. There was 
only one way to decide the . question, of course, 
and that was by a post mortem examination which 
would tell the tale. And that was why -we came. 

My friend, who has had years of experience in 
this particular Held, was, for some reason or 
other, acutely 'bent to sift every bit of evidence in 
order that a correct diagnosis be made. It was 
essential. The immediate relatives wanted to be 
lifted from the bare of uncertainty, and his friends 
wanted to make sure that no "foul play" was at 
tie bottom of It all. 

The examination was a most thorough, one. 

The stomach, contents were sent for chemical 
analysis to the chemist's laboratory, and the re- 
port distinctly stated that no poisons were found 
In the stomach. No evidences of violence could 
be traced on anv portion-of the body- 
But here Is what the eye discovered. The lining 
of the. stomach showed a chronic inflammation of 
long standing, with eroded patches here and there. 
The liver wns enlarged, peculiar and significant In 
appearance to the experienced eye. The kidneys 
were Irritated, . Inflamed and . evidently laboring 
under conditions of abuse while their possessor 
was among us. The heart was flabby, and while 
there were no gross lesions to indicate that or- 
ganic trouble existed, the muscles of the heart 
showed signs of degeneration. The brain was 
swollen and enormously congested. 

After my friend and I found ourselves on the 
way borne we were both silent for quite a while, 
absorbed in thought. 

"What do yon think was the natter V he finally 
asked me. "Supposing," I replied, "both you and 
I write our opinion on a separate piece of paper 
and then compare them?" He agreed to this. 
"But," he added, "you will agree we must take the 
fsets into consideration that the poor fellow had - 



scrlons troubles in the post few months. That he 
lacked power of resistance : that instead of fight- 
ing the battles of life he yielded and would disap- 
pear from time to time and not re-appear for 
weeks ; that he was once located in a sanitarium ; 
that he did not confldo in anyone bat was self 
retiring and morose. Coupled with these we must 
remember that there existed no gross lesion in any 
respective conditions under ordinary circum- 
stances." 

We both, thereupon, wrote our opinions on a slip 
of paper. We compared them a moment later, ana 
they tallied — alcoholic poisoning was the verdict. 

"There you are," said my colleague. Self satis- 
fied, "we agree on the cause of death. And. I am 
mighty, glad for the sake of all concerned that the 
suspicions of self-destruction are done away with.". 

while technically it -was not -a case Of suicide, 
In my opinion — and In a certain sense — it was cer- 
tainly suicide. To my mind any voluntary actios 
of an Individual, which he could avoid by the use 
of his will, that culminates in death, no matter 
how long the practice lasts, is pure and simple 
suicide. For, were it not for the slowly but 
surely destructive actions of demon rum, thou- 
sands, yea. millions, who occupy untimely graves, 
would be among the living nnd carry on the worts 
for which they were destined. 

^Of course, resisting powers of Individuals differ. 
What would destroy some people in weeks takes 
months to accomplish in others. In this unfortu- 
nate fellow the effects of the poison (alcohol) 
were marked from tie beginning. As Boon as he 
took a drink bis brain became fogged, he traveled 
as In a haze and did things he would never think 
of doing when in the possession of his normal 
faculties. 

Professor Sikorsky truly tells us that : "Alcohol 
diminishes the rapidity of thought, makes the 
imagination and the power of reflection common- 
place and deprived of originality, acts upon fine 
and complex sensations by transforming them 
into coarse and elementary ones. Provokes out- 
bursts of evil passions and dispositions, and in 
this predisposes men to strife and crime and up- 
sets habits of work and perseverance." 

It certainly is true that many individuals "drown 
their sorrows in alcohol." Yes — they drown them. 
But with the sorrow they drown themselves, also. 
From the moment alcohol is taken Into the system 
the person 1s acting under the influence of a de- 
pressant. Von Helmhoitx, one of the greatest ob- 
servers and thinkers of the nineteenth century, 
noted on himself the effect of alcohol in interfer- 
ing with) the highest powers of thought and 
conception. "As far as my experience is con- 
cerned," he said, "they never come to a wearied 
brain, or at a writing desk : they were especially 
inclined to appear to me while indulging in a quiet 
vnlk In the sunshine or over the forest clad 
mountains, but the smallest quantity of alcohol 
seemed to drive them away."

CATARRH OF THE BOWELS. 
T. B. Z.. Buffalo, N. Y., writes : 

Dear Doctor : I am employed in the box office 
of a local theatre and take the liberty of con- 
sulting yon through Thi Clipper. At times I 
have severe cramps In the bowels, and frequently 
at stool pass mucus and ellme of a dark brown 
color, frequently streaked with blood. My phy- 
sician attributes the condition to nervousness. 
Still, I a greatly worried about It. Any advice 
you will give will be greatly appreciated. 

REPLY, 
Ton undoubtedly are afflicted with catarrh of 
the bowels. While it is true that nervousness 
may give rise to cramps, the actual evacuations, 
frequently occurring, such as you describe, are 
due oa a rule to Intestinal indigestion. I would 
advise you to endeavor to find out what sort of 
food disagrees with you and eliminate same from 
your dietary. Normal bowel action is essential. 
You will find that certain articles of food are 
responsible for your attacks. Have the following 
preparation made up, and after an attack evacuate 
your bowels thoroughly, then take a teaspoonf ul 
of this every three hours: 

Bismuth subnltrate 1 drachm 

Salol i 1% grammes 

Syr. of Tolu 2 drachms 

Syr. of acaccia enough to make 3 ounces 

RINGING IN THE EARS. 

MR. D. S.A., New York, N. V.. writes: 

Dkab Doc-toe : I am an actor and have beer» 
suffering for the past six months with ringing In 
the ears. There Is a hissing and busting day a-ad 
night that keeps me awake. Please same in Tai 
Cupper a remedy that will cure me. 
REPLY. 
There is no single remedy that win "cure" noises 
in the ears. Since the causes for such trouble are 



varied and manifold, one most first ascertain what 
causes the condition; then treatment is directed 
toward eliminating and subduing the abnormal 
conditions, resulting In improvement. "Snapshot" 
diagnosis and "shotgun" prescriptions are qnack- 
ery. Scientific medicine aims at rationalism. Have 
ears examined by competent men; diagnose first, 
and treat intelligently afterward. 

I.VMP ON SIDE. 
M. W. Z.. Centervllle, Pa., writes: 

Dbae Doctor: Aoout a year ago a smalt lump 
Showed Itself on my left side, Tight over the end 
of the first rib. It has progressively grown until 
it is now half the size of a hen's egg. It Is. pot 
painful except when I lift, walk fast or exert Tay- 
sclt in any other way. It then gives me the sen- 
sation as though it was fastened to something. 
However. I find it freely movable wben I try. I 
would like to have an opinion in your valued de- 
partment of The New Yohk Cx-ifpeb, of which 
I am a constant reader. Same will be highly 
appreciated. 

REPLY. 

From the description yon are giving I am In- 
clined to believe you are developing a "lipoma." 
This Is a fatty tumor of non-malignant type, which 
often develops in certain localities. It is not dan- 

fxrons. I -would suggest however, that you have 
t removed. This can be done nicely under cocaine 
anesthesia, and the delay from your usual occupa- 
tion will be slight. Occasionally unpleasant trans- 
formations may develop in these cases, therefore 
I urge their early removal. 

TYPHOID TWICE. 
MBS. CV Z. S., Cincinnati, Ohio, writes : 

Dnts Doctor : In a dressing room here a contro- 
versy' arose among the performers. The subject 
discussed was typhoid fever and whether a per- 
son can have it twice. I contended that they can. 
Other opinions were to the contrary. We decided 
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t» write and ask you to kindly settle that ques- 
tion for us through the columns of The Clifpeh. 
Many thanks. 

REPLY. 
Persons, as a rule, suffer from typhoid fever only 
once. Natural Immunity Is then established which) 
prevents a recurrence.

I was 
called In not long ago to testify In a case against 
a certain face institute In Chicago, where the doc- 
tors there promised to cure a negro of pock-mark; 
pitting*. They got part of his money but did not 
<sire htm. In fact they nearly burnt his face off.

According to reports from headquarters Para* 
mount will not deviate greatly from Its present 
business policy. Some minor changes it is under- 
stood will be made In the pereonel of the office 
staff, hut these will not occur for a month or so. 

Hiram Abrams, the new president of the Para- 
mount organization, is an experienced film man 
who has been engaged In the exchange business In 
Boston for several years past. In every sense of 
the word Abrams is eminently fitted for the Job 
he has been selected to fill. Be will undoubtedly 
render a good account of himself. 

ABRAHS* STATEMENT. 

Immediately following his election, Abrams Is- 
sued the following statement: 

"The constantly growing Interest in the motion 
picture throughout the country permits us to an- 
ticipate a most active era for the Paramount Pic- 
tures Corporation in the future. The heads of the 
various producing companies releasing through 
Paramount have assured me that they will make 
every effort to surpass their artistic standards.

RECEIVERSHIP FOR GENERAL FILM 
ASKED BY WATERS & CLARK. 

Percy L. Waters and James B. Clark's action 
ngalnst the General Film Co.. in which they ask 
for a receivership fcr the film distributing con- 
cern seems to have gotten under the epidermis of 
A. E. Smith. 

Usually Qxmservative In has utterances, Mr. 
Smith, who Is an official of" tbe General Film, in 
discussing the receivership action, last week, gave 
voiced to same rather decided opinions In the 
press. 

According to a New York Sunday paper which 
devotes considerable space to the movies, Mr. 
Smith Is vastly annoyed by the legal action of 
•Messrs. Waters and Clark. A certain "trade" 
paper also seems to have aroused the Smithsonian 
ire. That's what Mr. Smith refers to when be 
mentions a "publication" in. the following disser- 
tation on the ethics of the Waters-Clark suit 

Says Mr. Smith: "In the first place the bin is 
not brought by 'Messrs. Waters and Clark as a 
protective committee representing the other pre- 
ferred stockholders of the General Film Company, 
but is brought by tbem as Individuals and as rec- 
ord holders of substantially leas than 800 shares 
of tbe capital stock of this company out of a 
total capltallzatmn of 11,000 shares. 

"This contest Is the outgrowth of a contention 
on the part of the preferred stockholders of the 
General Film Company that certain large earnings 
of this company for tbe years 1910 to 1914 Inclu- 
sive, over and above what was necessary to pay 
the dividends on the preferred stock of the com- 
pany and a twelve per cent, dividend upon the 
common stock of the company, was improperly dis- 
tributed among the common rtockholders because 
by their consent it was paid to them as the pur* 
chase price of film instead of being paid in the 
form of an increased dividend. 

"The contention of tbe General Film Company 
jnd its common stockholders Is that It Is no con- 
cern of the preferred stockholders how it was dis- 
tributed, inasmuch as It belonged absolutely to the 
company. 

"This Is the whole question at issue, and all 
other matters contained in the bill are merely 
Incidental thereto. 

"Certain significant facts respecting this con- 
troversy are entirely overlooked in this article. 

"in 1913 Richard A. Bowland, president of tbe 
Metro Pictures Corporation, an active rival of the 
General Film Company, and a former partner of 
one of the plaintiffs, and Joint owner with bkn In 
the preferred stock of the General Firm Company, 
brought suit In tbe same court to accomplish sub- 
stantially this same purpose, and upon tbe filing 
of an answer thereto by the General FlBn Com- 
pany, setting forth the above cited facta, the bDl 
was .withdrawn and the case discontinued. 

"That during most of tbe time covered by these 
payments and during which tbe bill of complaint 
alleges the company wss mismanaged, Percival L. 
Waters, one of tbe plaintiffs herein, was the gen- 
eral manager of the General Film Company and 



was active in controlling Its basiness policy and 
carrying Into effect the very transactions of which 
lie now complains. 

"In 1915, upon a change of management. Mr. 
Waters resigned as general manager and at the 
same time was elected as a director of the com- 
mon stockholders against whom, he is now bring- 
ing salt. 

"That in tbe suit instituted by the United States 
Government against the General Film Company 
et al_, both Waters and Clark, tbe present plain- 
tiffs, were witnesses for Ibe General Film Com- 
pany and testified to tbe legal and proper manner 
In which the business of the company -was con- 
ducted during the very periods covered by their 
present complaint. 

"These facts speak for themselves and tbe ex- 
hibitors, and the public generally may draw their 
own inferences therefrom. 

"The motive of the publication in selecting my 
name from the entire group of common stock- 
holders and directors of the General Film Company 
end placing It in the forefront of the article 
clearly Indicates that the article In question Is In- 
tended to do something more than convey to the 
'motion picture Industry Information respecting a 
pending lawsuit. 

"The business of tbe General Film Company is 
being conducted as heretofore. It stIU maintains 
Its numerous branches, covering the entire United 
States and Canada, and supplies over 6.000 cus- 
tomers regularly and promptly with the product of 
many of the leading film manufacturers of tbe 
country, and Is constantly Improving Its facilities 
end Its service and will continue to do so. 

"When these facts are understood, I am sure 
that the publication of the article referred to will 
Dot cause any dismay or lack of confidence in the 
minds of the customers of the General Film Com- 
pany." 

5L P. PATENTS CO. LOSES BIG 
DffRIRGEHENf SUIT. 

The M. P. Patents Co. lost again, last week, in 
their efforts to collect the $2.00 royalty fee from 
some twenty-two thousand exhibitors using motion 
picture machines utilizing alleged patents of tbe 
above mentioned concern. 

Some months ago the Federal District Court 
rendered a decision against the Patents Co. in 
favor of tbe Universal Film Co. and the Prague 
Amusement Co. of New York. ■ The Prague Amuse- 
ment Co. Is the corporate title under which an 
uptown New Tork picture house operates. 

Four years ago the Universal Film Co. sold a 
reel of film to the Universal Film Exchange, and 
the latter rented tbe film to tbe Seventy-Second 
Street Amusement Co. In turn, the Seventy-second 
Street Amusement Co. rented It to the Prague 
Amuse. Co. This list of cumulative transactions 
resulted In the patent suit which the Federal Dis- 
trict Court later decided against the Patents Co. 

Now Judge Hand, In the Court of Appeals, has 
affirmed the decision of tbe lower court, and the 
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Patents Co., In consequence, has su ff e red another 
setback. The litigation. It ia reported, will now 
be dropped by tie Patents Co.

David Hudson Is the son of a typical backwoods 
Kentucky family of the feudist variety. Since 
early childhood, however, he has lived with bla 
aunt In the more peaceful precinct? of the State 
of Vermont. Arriving at man's estate he elects to 
enter the ministry. 

Back home In Kentucky, however, the feud be- 
tween the Hudson and McCoy families has been 
steaming and brewing; for years. Matters are 
brought to a crisis In Kentucky one fine Sunday 
morning, .lust about the time David has been or- 
dained, through one of the McCoy family taunt- 
Ins; David's father anent his connection with the 
Confederate aide of the late unpleasantness be- 
tween the North and South.
